Delays from 20 
minutes to 1 hour and 20 minutes 
were found in Buffalo Grove; In Roll-

The survey was conducted by 10 


Herald reporters over a three-day pe- 
riod. Waiting periods ranged from two 
minutes lo two hours as reporters 


summoned cabs during morning, af- 
ternoon and evening hours to residen- 
tial neighborhoods, downtown' areas 
and outlying shopping districts. 


With the exception of Arlington 


Heights — where delays ranged from 
five minutes to two hours — the num- 
ber of licensed taxis in a community 
corresponded with the length of waits. 


In communities with more licensed 


taxis — such as Mount Prospect 
which has 30 cabs and Des Plaines 
which has 20 — service is generally 
fast. Communities with no licensed 
cabs, such as'Buffalo Grove and Hoff- 
man Estates, usually have longer de- 
lays. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, with 26 li- 


censed cabs, is the exception to the 
more-cabs, better-service rule. 


Pares are set by each community 


and rnnge from 50 cunts for the first- 
onc-scvcnth mile in Hoffman Estates 
to 70 cents for the first one-seventh 
mile in Arlington Heights, Palatine 
and Schaumburg. 


At least one taxi company execu- 


tive, Tim Vnna, co-owner of Martin 
and Palatine A-One Cab companies, 


which service Palatine, Des Plaines 
and Rolling Meadows, did not dispute 
The Herald's findings. 


"I'm not surprised it takes so long 


in the Northwest area, especially in 
Rolling Meadows and Palatine," he 
said. "Since we lost our lease to oper- 
ate out of the Palatine train depot, we 
are headquartered in Des Plaines. It's 
just going to take 20 minutes for a cab 
to get from there to Rolling Meadows. 


"Our Des Plaines service Is very 


good," Vana said, "and I try to tell 
people how long a wait it'll be when 
they call. But if it's longer and they 
call us up again what can we do? 
We're caught with our pants down." 


HE ADMITTED his company's ser- 


vice in Palatine and surrounding com- 
munities is inadequate. "We're just 
trying to keep our foot in the door In' 
Palatine until we can afford to get 
enough cars to service the area prop- 
erly." 


Vana had a heated telephone con- 


versation after a reporter waited two- 
hours for a taxi in Arlington Heights 
in which Vana hung up in mid-conver- 
sation. Of that incident, Vana said, "I 


tried to refer the call to another com- 
pany, but it didn't work'. I try to be as 
polite as possible, but it really gets 
hectic In there (the dispatching room) 
sometimes." 


Another owner, Jerry Elisco, presi-

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Some filter 


clgarets, while lower in nicotine and 
tar than nonfilterbrands, may deliver 
more poisonous gases to the smoker, 
according to a Reader's Digest study 
released Sunday. 


Rather than testing for tar and nico- 


tine content, a study sponsored by the 
magazine examined 28 brands of ciga- 
rets — Including several of the new 
mild varieties — for hydrogen cya- 
nide, nitrogen oxides and carbon 
monoxide content. 


Carbon monoxide is responsible for 


heart disease, the Digest said, and the 
other two "poison gases" are associ- 


ated with chronic bronchitis and em- 
physema. 


In test rcsuots published in this 


month's edition, the magazine report- 
ed "some low-tar filter brands, such 
as Merit King and Fact King, put out 
more nitrogen orfldes than such high- 
tar clgarets as Camel, Winston Filter 
King and Lucky Strike regular. 


"THE ONLY brands consistently 


low in tar, nicotine and the three 
gases are Now King and Carlton 70," 
it said. 


Cigarets low in tar and nicotine

Yo fancy frills for Carter Administration

First In a series 


PLAINS, Ga. (UP1) - Three days 


after the election, Jimmy Carter 
talked to reporters at his mother's 
Pond House. It was as' though nothing 
had changed. The President-elect was 
wearing -heavy work shoes, denim 
shirt, blue jeans. 


The scene was symbolic. As presi- 


dent, Carter probably will bring to 
Washington a lifestyle much less pre- 
tentious and formal than any recent 
President. And he will pursue 
relentlessly the same goals he cam- 
paigned for — government reorgani- 
zation, a balanced budget and tax and 
welfare reform. 


His style: 


In perhaps every one of his 1,400 


campaign speeches, Carter portrayed 
himself as a small-town businessman 
and farmer who embarked on his pur- 
suit of the presidency short of funds 
and shorter of fame. 


Ho said he was the first member of 


his father's family to graduate high 
school. He told how he was raised In a 
predominantly 
black community. 


When asked, he told of his faith in 
Jesus Christ. 


Unlike other politicians who still 


boast of their long-distant humble ori- 
gins, Carter now, at this moment, still 
lives where he was raised: Plains, 
Ga., Population 683. 


DURING THE campaign he re- 


turned to Plains every few days. As 


president he will come home about 
once a month — "10 times a year," he 
told one person here. . 


Press Secretary and confidante 


Jody Powell explained why: "He just 
relaxes better In Plaines." 


, 
: Carter shunned President Ford's of- 
fer of Air Force One during the tran- 
sition period, partly because the high 
cost of operating the elaborate jet 
would have to be paid from his transi- 
tion budget. But partly it was the 
same thinking that had caused him to 
eschew limousines during his-cam- 
paign. 


• 
A few days ago, Carter flew to a 


meeting with congressional leaders,at 
Lovejoy, Ga., in a twin-engine plane 
owned by Tom Peterson, an old friend 
and operator of the grass-strip Plains 
airport. 


IT WAS rainy and cloudy. But Car- 


ter grumbled in protest that the Se- 
cret Service had directed that he be 
driven an extra IS miles to Americas, 
Ga., which has an airport with hard- 
surface runway. 


On the way home, the Secret Ser- 


vice said Peterson should land at Al- 
bany, Ga., a larger, better-equipped 
airport 40 miles away. As Peterson 
was flying over Plains he remarked 
that visibility was sufficient to land. 
Carter Ignored the anxious agents and 
told him to do so. 


When Carter was preparing to go to 


Washington for his first visit since the 
election, he twice made trips between 
his homo and the car carrying his 
bags and his wife's. 


At his inaugural, Carter will wear a 


business suit, not formal attire. He 
will have inaugural parties, not balls. 
; 


IN THE White House, the Carters) 


reportedly will serve only wine, not, 
hard liquor. They will go faithfully to' 
a Baptise Church, not hold religious 
services in the East Room. 


Daughter Amy, a fourth grader, will 


•go to a public school in Washington, 
not one of the several exclusive pri- 
vate schools catering to politicians' 
children. Carter will play tennis, a 
sport his father loved, and go home to 
Georgia to hunt and fish. He will not 
play golf. 


His administration: 


Carter won the Democratic presi- 


dential nomination in part by welding 
a grand coalition. With the polarized 
1972 candidacy of Sen. George 
McGovern well in mind, Carter dem- 
onstrated a capacity not only to com- 
municate with diverse groups but to 
bring them shoulder-to-shoulder. 


He went to stock car races and rock 


music picnics and gave interviews to 
religious publications and Playboy 
magazine. He wooed and won union 
leaders, mayors such as Richard J. 
Daley of Chicago and Colemnn Young 
of Detroit, and Alabama Gov. George 
C. Wallace and other southern Demo- 
cratic politicians. 


After he won the election, he moved 


to heal wounds. He invited U.S. Sec. 
of State Henry A. Kissinger to Plains. 
During the campaign Carter criticized 
him as "the Lone Ranger" of a secre-

live U.S. foreign policy. In Plains, 
Carter called him "my good friend" 
and gave him a tour of Main Street. 


THIS DIVERSITY, this tendency to- 


ward bridging gaps, surely will reflect 
itself in his administration. Little- 
known persons, certatinly non-Wash- 
ington figures, will receive many of 
his top appointments. There may be a 
Republican or two on his team. 


There will be certain representation 


from groups close to the core of Car- 
ter's life — blacks and other minor- 
ities. His overwhelming vote from 
blacks — which, Indeed, may have 
given him the election — grew out of 
his remarkable rapport with them. 


• In that Pond House meeting, Carter 
told reporters that one campaign 
promise he intended to keep was to 
appoint large numbers of blacks and 
other minorities — perhaps even in 


. disproportionate numbers — to help 


make up for their historic exclusion 
from the American mainstream. 


Carter announced an advisory panel 


of 11 persons to assist him In making 
appointments. It Included four women 
and three blacks. The second person 
appointed to a post in the adminis- 
tration — Powell as press secretary 
was the first — was Georgia State 
Rep. Ben Brown, a black man. 


IN SOME ways, however, Carter 


has remained aloof. 


After he won the nomination, it was 


widely assumed he would expand his 
inner circle of Georgians for the fall 
campaign or perhaps even replace 
them. He didn't. He still hasn't. 


Atlanta lawyer Jack Watson, not 


Washington powerhouse Clark Clif- 
ford, is in charge of transition duties. 
Carter's inner circle still consists of 
Jody Powell, Hamilton Jordan, 
Charles Kirbo, Robert Ldpshutz, Geor- 
gians all. 


His program: 


. During his long campaign, Carter 
spoke repeatedly of the need for bet- 
ter relationships — between Congress 
and the White House, between govern- 
ment and the people. A planner him- 
self, he spoke of the need for planning 
— in education, transportation, hi oth- 
er areas of society. 


He said his No. 1 domestic priority 


was finding jobs for the 8 million 
unemployed. He spoke of the need for 
comprehensive health care and wel- 
fare reform, and said he would be 
ready to proceed in this area soon af- 
ter inauguration. He also proposed tax • 
reform, but said this would require a ' 
year's study. 


When the Republican National Con- 


vention pictured him as an Irrespon- 
sible spender, Carter said he would 
balance the budget by the end of his 
first term even if it meant delaying 
some of his social programs. 


AND HE spoke about, probably 


more than any other topic, the need 
for government reorganization. 


Some Washington observers specu- 


lated Carter would soft-pedal his am- 
bitious legislative agenda in the inter- 
ests of harmony with Congress, where 
the probable new Democratic leaders 


— Sen. Robert Byrd and Rep. .Thomas 
P. O'Neill — may be far tougher than 
their predecessors. 


These observers were wrong. 
When Carter went to the Lovejoy 


meeting, he made a symbolic con- 
cession to Congress by going to their 
turf — Sen. Herman Talmadge's ante- 
bellum mansion pictured in the open- 
ing scenes of "Gone With the Wind." 


Once their Southern-style meal was 


over, Carter told the congressional 
leaders he would have "specific pro- 
posals, including tax reform and wel- 
fare reform, carrying out the promis- 
es I made to the American people." 


AND HE made a top priority renew- 


al of the old Hoover commission law, 
under which a president may reorga- 
nize the executive branch subject to 
congressional veto. 


"I would like for Congress to take 


the fullest possible action to direct me 
to make the executive branch ef- 
ficient," said Carter, as he stood 


alongside the congressional pow- 
erhouses. 


TO EMPHASIZE the point, a high 


Carter source told reporters later that 
the President-elect bad asked the con- 
gressional leaders to "accommodate" 
him on that point because it was of 
"particular importance" to him. 


Several of the leaders gave Carter 


reason to be optimistic. 


Retiring Senate Democratic leader 


Mike Mansfield said "all the omens 
are good." 


Sen. Gaylord Nelson of Wisconsin 


said Carter would receive a "very co- 
operative" reception on Capitol Hill. 


Sen. Edmund S. Muskie of Main* 


predicted "a honeymoon." 


O'Neill said Congress would "work 


with him" toward Carter's objectives 
of peace in the world, a strong econo- 
my and a balanced budget. But the 
Boston politician refused to say he 
would make Carter's legislative prior- 
ities his own priorities.

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Typical inmate 
on death row 
black, unwed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The typi- 


cal death row Inmato Is a black, un- 
married high school dropout, accord- 
Ing to figures furnished by (ho U.S. 
Census Bureau in a report Issued Sun- 
day. 


The report, "Capital Punishment 


1973," was published by the Law En- 
forcement Assistance Administration 
and showed a dramatic Increase In 
the number of death sentences handed 
down In 1975, especially by Southern 
courts. 


The LEAA said the census figures 


showed 285 death sentences were ren- 
dered In 1075, compared to only 151 In 
1074. 


THE AGENCY also said 470 In- 


mates were on death row at the end 
of 1973, although that number was cut 
in half last July by a Supreme Court 
decision setting down constitutional 
standards for levying the death penal- 
ty.The death row population has 
climbed back to nearly 400 since July. 


There was a sharp decline in the 


number of death sentences Imposed In 
1972 and 1973 because of a 1972 Su- 
preme Court decision striking down 
capital punishment laws as applied 
throughout the country. But by the 
time of last July's ruling, 34 states 
had enacted new legislation and about 
half of the new laws appeared to meet 
the high court's latest constitutinal 
test. 


According to the LEAA report, the 


ages of those awaiting execution at 
the end of 1975 ranged from 16 to 67 
years. 


THE tlEFORT SAID 91 per cent of 


the death row inmates hod been con- 
victed of murder. 


Only eight were women, it said. 
A majority never finished high 


school, and only 35 per cent were cur- 
rently married when the Census Bu- 
reau took Its survey for the LEAA. 
Nearly half had never been married, 
17 per cent were divorced or sepa- 
rated and 2 per cent were widowed. 
The survey did not Indicate how many 
widowers attained that status by kill- 
ing their wives. 


Blacks accounted for 53 per cent of 


. those on death row, with 45 per cent 
white and 2 per cent other races. 


"Blacks historically have made up 


a proportion of the death row popu- 
lation in excess of their representation 
In the national population," the LEAA 
said. 


"ON A REGIONAL basis, the pro- 


portion of blacks ... was highest in 
the North Central region (62 per cent) 
and lowest In the West (33 per cent). 
The proportion ... was 57 per cent in 
the South and 50 per cent in the 
Northeast." 


The LEAA said, however, that 


"when considered in relation to the 
proportion of blacks In the total popu- 
lation of each region, black over- 
representation was shown to be less 
pronounced in the South than in the 
other three regions." 


""Ho agency said the 12 Southern 


states accounted for 69 per cent of all 
the 1075 death sentences. North Caro- 
lina led with more than 100, but that 
state's law was among those struck 
down by the Supreme Court. 


Illinois briefs 
Expand aid or lose 
U.S. funds; Mann 


The Illinois Dcpt. of Public Aid will have to expand its emergen- 


cy assistance program or risk losing federal funding for Aid to 
Dependent Children, state Rep. Thomas E. Mann, D-Chicago, said 
Sunday. Mann said legal action Is expected to force the depart- 
ment to expand Its emergency aid program to cover all persons 
who were victims of crimo or natural disasters and ore eligible for 
ADC. Although funds were provided by the legislature for broader 
benefits to those on ADC in July, the Dept. of Public Aid never 
implemented the program. 


Pay hikes before lawmakers 


The Illinois legislature returns this week for the fall veto ses- 


sion's second round, but much of tho Illinois General Assembly's 
attention will be on new legislation to construct a death penalty 
law and give pay hikes to legislators, Judges and state officers. 
Legislators return to their desks at 2 p.m. Tuesday to continue 
considering how much of the money Gov. Daniel Walker cut from 
tho fiscal 1977 budget should be restored.

Amy to attend public school

PLAINS, Go. (UPI) - President- 


elect Jimmy Carter and :hls wife an- 
nounced Sunday'that their 9-year-old 
daughter Amy will attend an in- 
tegrated public school about six 
blocks from the.White House, the frlst 
child of a president ever to do so. 


In a statement read by Press Sec. 


Jody Powell, the Carters sold Amy 
will enroll in the Thaddeus Stevens 
School after the inauguration in 
January. The school, opened in 1868, 
was built for the children ot freed 
slaves and is the oldest in the city. 


The last White House child to attend 


a Washington public school was Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt's son, Quen- 
tin. In those days, schools in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia were legally segre- 
gated. 


Amy will bo in the fourth grade. 
ROSALYNN CARTER said her visit 


to Thaddeus Stevens during a trip to 
Washington last week left her "very 
pleased with the quality of the school, 
the attitude of the staff and teachers 
and the friendliness of the students." 


Washington has the highest per- 


centage of blacks in Its school system 
— 95 per cent — of any. major city in 
the United States. About 60 per cent of 
the 215 students at Thaddeus Stevens 
are black, while 30 per cent are from' 
Asian and Hispanic nations and 10 per 
cent ore white. 


Powell said Mrs. Carter, who had 


planned to moke the announcement 
personally, was suffering from a 
slight Inflammation of her eyes be- 
cause of "some kind of allergy reac- 
tion." He said she had been given eye 
drops by a Navy medical corpsmon 
and was "feeling better." 


CARTER SAID during his cam- 


paign that he would send Amy to a 
public school in Washington if he were 
elected President and if the 
Secret Service had no major security 
objections. 


Mrs. Carter said she understood 


that Stevens is the school that Amy 
would be assigned to by school offi- 
cials in Washington. It is five and one- 
half blocks from the White House and 
was named for Thaddeus Stevens, a 
thundering anti-slavery congressman 
from Pennsylvania. 


"No special security problems have 


been found to exist," Mrs. Carter 
said. 


EARLIER SUNDAY. In Ills first 


public appearance since returning 
from Washington Tuesday, Carter 
took members of his family and a vis- 
iting tclevison personality to worship 
with the townspeople at the Plains 
Baptist Church. 


The President-elect sat in his famf- 


ly's traditional pew accompanied by 
Amy, his mother Lillian and Barbara 
Walters of ABC-TV, who was in 
Plains to interview him. Rosalynn 
Carter did not attend because of her 
allergy condition. 


Unlike other recent Sundays, there 


was no commotion this week at the 
little white clapboard church over a 


black candidate for membership. 


The Rev. Clennon King of nearby 


Albany, Go., who stirred worldwide 
controversy with his repeated at- 
tempts to join the all-white church 
and finally was allowed last week to 
apply for membershp, did. not appear 
for either the men's bible class or the 
worship service.

As the squad car cruised along the 


subdivision street, the young police-' 
man's eyes scanned every home. 


"Sergeant," he said, "that garage 


door's open." 


Someday, maybe, Patrolman Pat- 


rick Kclhi will spot an open door and 
catch a burglar in the act. But not 
today. 


"Yeah, I saw that," the sergeant re- 


plied. "I know that guy. This is his 
day off, so he's at home working on 
his car. 


KELHI NODDED. It was another 


tidbit of information to add to his 
mental file on Rolling Meadows. 


As one of the newest and, at 21, the 


yongest member of the force, Kelhl's 
been picking up a lot of Information 
like that. He's teamed up with Sgt. 
Timothy Lonergan, a 13-year veteran, 
while he learns the job and the city. 


I'm also learning things aout my- 


self," he says. "I didn't think that my 
first days on the street would mean 
butterflies in my stomach. I also 
found out there are various ways of 
approaching a situation and talking to 
different people. 


"It's 
difficult to be authoritative 


with young people," he explains. 
"You have to come on as someone 
they can talk to and still respect. On 
the othec hand, older people offer an- 
other problem, and I've got to learn 
how to cope with that also." 


KELIH WAS BORN In New York, 


grew up In Arlington Heights and en- 
listed in the Marines as soon as he was 
old enough. In three years he rose to 
the rank of sergeant but then changed 
his mind about a military career. 


"It was time to decide if I was go- 


ing to rcenlist for another three 
years," he recalls. "I knew I wanted 
out. 


"In the beginning in the corps, -I 


learned that you form and shape your 
life by what you do, and a man has to 
live his job 24-hours-a-day to be good 
at it. 


"I knew the corps wasn't for me 


any more. There was a loss of pride 
and a loss of discipline, and I knew 
something was wrong and got out. I 
loft the seryice and started looking. I 
found the right thing, although it took 
a year. I've done other things, but this 
is the only one that, at the end of the 
day, gives me the feeling that I've 
done something," 


"Sometimes I bump into friends I 


haven't seen in four or five years, and 
they see the uniform,' and I tell them, 
yeah, I'm a policeman, and their jaws 
drop. 


"They all ask why," he says. "I'm 


still not sure I want to go into elabo- 
rate testimonials about why I am a 
policeman. It's right, that's one thing 
I know for sure." 


SURE, HE'S HEARD all the stories 


about a policemen's life. 


"I know some soy marriages don't 


last because of the kind of life a po- 
liceman leads, on call at all times, but 
that's not necessarily true," Kellii, a 
bachelor, says. 


"It's always what you make of 


life," he adds. "I believe that the only 
kind of job is one that you can be 
totally commltcd to."

Residents need 
flu shot chance 


The isolation of a suspected residents must now go to Chi- 


case of swine flu in Concordia, 
Mo., last week started a lot of 
people thinking about swine flu 
vaccinations again. 


Because of this renewed inter- 


est, the Cook County public 
health department should sched- 
ule a make-up vaccination clinic 
in the Northwest suburbs for 
persons who missed getting a 
shot the first time around. 


Many people who earlier de- 


cided not to get a shot are 
changing their minds. The Mis- 
souri case suggests that swine 
flu is a reality. Some who took a 
wait-and-see attitude now know 
that their friends and neighbors 
uho were vaccinated survived 
the possible side effects. 


Others missed the local vacci- 


nations because they were out of 
town, ill or had other conflicts 
w hlch prevented them from get- 
ting to a clinic. 


All of this combined to create 


new demands for swine flu 
shots. That should make public 
health officials who support the 
program happy. 


Hotvcvcr. the shots arc no 


longer being given locally. Area 


cago for a flu shot. 


It would be a service, not just 


a convenience, for the county to 
arrange a "mop-up clinic" in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Area liosptials and family doc- 


tors do not have the swine-flu 
vaccine. Only the county health 
department can initiate a make- 
up clinic. 


Tho jet injector guns used for 


the mass immunizations belong 
to the state public health depart- 
ment and are probably not im- 
mediately available for use in 
Cook County. But a special 'ef- 
fort should be made by the coun- 
ty to find jet guns for an addi- 
tional clinic. If necessary, Uie 
vaccine could be administered 
by syringe and needle as it was 
to senior citizens and the chroni- 
cally ill. 


North and Northwest subur- 


ban Cook County residents who 
have not yet gotten a swine flu 
shot deserve a second chance. If 
the illness is as dangerous as 
publicity indicates, the benefit 
from a make-up clinic will vast- 
ly outweigh any inconvenience 
to public health officials. 


Prison for price-fixing 


Officials of the U.S. Justice 


Department's antitrust division 
hove announced they are going 
to ask for prison sentences for 
corporate executives convicted 
of price fixing. 


That announcement, assuming 


it is followed up by firm action 
by federal judges, will go far to- 
ward ensuring this "white collar 
crime" is treated as the serious 
offense that it it is, not as a 
"gentleman's crime." 


In the past, those found guilty 


of price fixing have been penal- 
ised through fines against their 
corporations. 
Assistant Atty. 


Gen. Donald Baker recently said 
that while bank embezzlers were 
sentenced to an average of 22 
months in prison and tax eva- 
ders got an average of 15 


months, 75 persons convicted of 
breaking anti-trust laws re- 
ceived a total of 75 days in jail. 


Baker said he believes sending 


executives to prison for price 
fixing violations will put that 
crime in the same class with 
embezzlement and stock fraud, 
both business crimes which are 
treated seriously. 


The prison sentence is possible 


under a 1074 law which increas- 
es the penalties for price fixing 
to a maximum 18 month prison 
sentence and $1 million fine. 


Since consumers are the ulti- 


mate victims of price fixing con- 
spiracies, it is important that 
the court system treat them se- 
riously. The Justice Department 
decision to ask for prison sen- 
tences for those convicted is an 
important step.

It won't restore confidence in Minnesota 
An example of 'politics as usual*

WASHINGTON - (NBA) - No 


sooner had the Democrats seized the 
White House with promises of restor- 
ing confidence in Uie political system 
than one of their own was blackening 
that system anew. 


Wendell Anderson, governor of Min- 


nesota, is the culprit. Hisses and fie 
on him. Faced with the duty of nam- 
ing a Senate replacement for Walter 
Mondale, who is stepping up to lower 
tilings, Anderson decided there was 
only one man in the state with enough 
competence and enough stature to re- 
place Mondale: Wendell Anderson. 


Ergo the governor has conceived an 


unhappy plan to further his own Inter- 
ests. He will resign his present office, 
a l l o w i n g Lt. Gov. 
R u d y 


Perplch to take over. Perplch will 
then select Anderson — who, af- 


ter all, will be out of work and essen- 
tially a wasted resource — to be the 
new junior senator from the land of 
10,000 lakes. 


ANDEHSON IS aware there will be 


criticism of his action. Already a poll 
has been conducted Indicating that 
55 p«jr cent of the Minnesotanas ques- 
tioned do not want the governor to 
cloct himself to the Senate.But since 
the polls have no authority, and since 
politics is often the art of preventing 
people from engaging in what is their 
own buslneslness, Anderson insists all 
skepticism will be disregarded. 


"I'm sure some will react negative- 


ly," the governor says, "but I hope 
that my work in the Senate will earn 
their support and justify my election 
to a full term in 1978." Displaying no 
shame at all, Anderson is already 
campaigning for a Senate career, and 
what with the incumbent's advantage 


he is bestowing on himself he'll likely 
get it. 


That the Minnesotan has yearned 


for a national pulpit has been appar- 
ent for years. A one-time Olympic 
hockey player and attorney, he has 
been hi political office for 1 of his 43 
years, and he's been touted as a 
comer since early this decade. Curly 
haired, blue eyed, moderate in all 
things including philosophy, he is a 
prodigy of Hubert Humphrey and a 
ripening favorite of his mighty party. 


HE IS A BIT too Democratic, per- 


haps. At the past party convention, as 
chairman of the platform committee, 
Anderson fought hard for a rule — a 
loyalty oath, really — which would 
force all candidates to promise alle- 
giance to the eventual nominee. Thus 
he wanted Jimmy Carter and com- 
pany to swear fidelity even if George 
Wallace was the pick. This he argued 
was for the good of the party, hence 
the Republic. 


But extremism hi defense of Demo- 


cratic unity isn't a vice, not to those 


who can add registration figures. And 
it is this sort of devotion which has 
led Democrats to believe Anderson is 
too big for a mere gubernatorial 
chair. With his good looks and for- 
tuitous attitude, they say, he could be 
president some day. But not by stay- 
ing in Minnesota; governors have a 
way of working themselves into ob- 
scurity. 


In the end the issue is power, and 


its proper use. No other person in 
Minnesota has the power to name 
himself senator, one would hope no 
other would do so even if he did. Pow- 
er is a trust. Power is a duty. And 
power abused is seldom directed to 
any good end and or purpose. 


But Anderson is apparently deter- 


mined, {t is possible that Lt. Gov. 
Perpich could still change his mind 
about his part in the murky collabora- 
tion, and yet it's not likely. Despite 
Democratic campaign promises, hon- 
or still seems something of the remote 
political future.

Strong Chinese economy- 


offers benefits to U.S.

WASHINGTON (NBA) - There are 


hints In the news which indicate that 
China under Chairman Hua Kuo-fcng 
may be on the verge of opening up 
slightly to the outside world. 


Reports suggest Peking may soon 


take on once more the large-scale im- 
port of foreign technology, abandoned 
some time back because of fears the 
practice might lead to dangerous de- 
pendence on foreigners. The Chinese 
were burned, it will be recalled, by 
their experience with the Russians. 
Moscow, after moving in technicians 
and equipment heavily for a few 
years, withdrew abruptly when Pek- 
ing refused to knuckle under to Mos- 
cow's demand for complete alignment 
of Chinese foreign policy with the So- 
viet. 


Tire rapid withdrawal of the Russian 


personnel and equipment did severe 
damage to the Chinese economy, 
which took years to recover. 


RENEWED INTEREST in import- 


ing technology and equipment most 
certainly will focus on non-Communist 
nations. Note here that most of the 
outstanding scientific leaders of China 
are basically oriented toward the 
West — and particularly toward the 
United States, Great Britain, Japan 
and West Germany. A goodly share of 
the top men have their degrees from 
these countries. Some have had in- 
fluential posts in the West before re- 
turning to China. 


Secondly, there has been in the up- 


per echelons of China's political hier- 
archy a belief in the benefits of Amer- 
ican industrial production methods. 
This conviction was shared by Chair- 
man Mao Use-tang in bis Yeoan days. 


In the stormy yean since Yenan, 


there baa been pressure to open Chi- 
nese industry to Western technology 
and equipment. But political differ- 


ences and the experience with Russia 
kept the door closed. These fears may 
be easing as far as the West is con- 
cerned. 


WHAT WILL THIS move, if it even- 


tuates, mean to the United States? 


American technology and equip- 


ment sold to China, and American 
know-how in the form of training, 
would most certainly strengthen a to- 
talitarian country whose aims are not 
parallel with our own in much of Uie 
world, the Far East in particular. 


The detriment to the defense of the 


United States would not by any means 
be as serious as our selling technology 
and equipment to Russia, whose mili- 
tary growth in the next decade could 
well threaten the security of the 
United States and the free world. 


There is however, evidence, tenuous 


though it may be, that China will con- 
tinue to be a rival of, and a balance 
against, the Soviet Union for a goodly 
period of time to come. There are na- 
tional rivalries and deep sore-points 
which now and in the foreseeable fu- 
ture may well bar any real con- 
ciliation between the two nations. For 
one, China cannot be comfortable with 
a strong military power next door 
working year in and year out to ex- 
pand its military-political influence 
across China's southern and north- 
eastern borders — a technique which 
Peking tails encirclement. 


If China should, hi fact, continue to 


be a counter balance to Russia, it is 
to the benefit of the United States, 
with proper precautions, to strengthen 
the Chinese economy within limits, 
with special emphasis on aid improv- 
ing the lot of die Chinese people as 
distinct from the Peking military es- 
tablishment. 


A note of warning: Closer economic 


relations with China should not and 
must not lead us to default on our 
relationship with Taiwan.

When Beth Johnson applied for a 


job at the Bank of Palatine, she was 
aiming for a regular paycheck and 
high school credits. 


As a result of her participation In 


the Palatine High School work-study 
program during her senior year, 18- 
year-old Beth has landed a full-time 
job as a bookkeeper and teller at the 
bank. Successful 
work-study pro- 


grams for industrial, office and other 
careers benefit an Increasing number 
of students as well as the business 
community, notes high school career 
counselor James Slndelnr. 


Attractive pay levels and the oppor- 


tunity to learn the basics of book- 
keeping while drawing a paycheck ap- 
pealed to Beth. Experienced bank em- 
ployes have been willing to shar their 
knowledge of posting, balancing and 
other skills needed on the job, she' 
said. 


BANK PRESIDENT Winn Davidson 


said he became Interested in the Pal- 
atine High School work-study pro- 
grams when he listened to a talk by 
Sindelar at a Palatine Chamber of 
Commerce meeting. Results are '"ex- 
cellent," he said. In addition to Beth's 
work at the bank, a second high 
school student has signed up to learn 
banking skills. 


"Our primary concern is to get 


someone who can get a job done and 
do it properly," Davidson said. The 
work-study program, in which a stu- 
dent works part-time and attends 
classes during part of the day, "gives 
both, sides a chance to evaluate each 
other" before a permanent job is ap- 
proved, Davidson said. 


Davidson believes banking industry

Male-female salary gap doubles 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Gap 


between wages earned by men and 
women has nearly doubled in the past 
20 years, partly because so many fe- 
males have gone to work for the first 
time, a government report said Sun- 
day. 


Women who held full-time jobs In 


1974 earned only 57 cents for every 
dollar earned by men, according to 
the report issued by the Women's Bu- 
reau of the Labor Dept. Employment 
Standards Administration. 


Much of the earning gap can be ex-

What's the price of an ego trip these 


days? 


One reader stopped just short of 


paying $5,000 for a ticket to have his 
book published. In all likelihood it 
would have been a one-way ticket as 
far as his money was concerned: out, 
with no return. 


He had answered one of those ads 


by a publisher "seeking authors," the 
mainstay kind of pitch by the so- 
called subsidy publishers, or vanity 
press. 


HE WAS PRESENTED with a con- 


tract for his signature. If ho signed it,

he'd be obliged to pay them $5,000. He 
sent me the contract, before signing 
it, for review and comments. 


Aside from the possible merits (or 


lack thereof) of the manuscript itself, 
the contract contains traps that will 
break the heart and the bankroll of 
the gullible. 


While the contract makes a number 


of references to 3,500 copies of the 
book, the only commitment specified 
in the contract is for 150 copies: 100 
"free" to the author and 50 to be 
mailed to reviewers. 


One of the references to the 3,500 


copies is contained in the royalty 
clause, which states that the author 
will receive a royalty of $2.38 per 
copy (40 per cent of the $5.95 retail 
price) for the first 3,500 copies that 
ore sold and paid for. Some quick 
arithmetic would indicate that the 
sale of 3,500 copies would bring the 
author a quick profit of $3,330. A nice 
allure Indeed. 


Trap No. 1: Evsn if 3,500 copies 


were printed and distributed to book- 
stores, it's typical that at least 20 per 
cent to 30 per cent of thse will be re- 
turned unsold and unapdl for by the 
retailers. 


Trap. No. 2: A later clause states 


that the royalty rate will be cut in 
half on all sales made at a discount 
(to the retailer) of more than 45 per 
cent. The fact Is that the retailer's 
discount tends to be closer to an aver- 
. age of 47 per cent in normal transac- 
tions. Thus It's likely that the average 
royalty on this contract would be 
$1.19, and not $2.38. If, then, 3,500 
copies were printed and sold, less the 
returns, the author would still be out of 
pocket more than $1,000.

sure of discrimination," even after 
such factors such as women having 
less job experience, working less 
overtime or having different educa- 
tional backgrounds have been consid- 
ered, the report said. 


IT TOOK THOSE women nearly 


nine days of work to gross the same 
income earned by men in five days, 
the bureau said. 


While women have made employ- 


ment gains in recent years, the report 
said, men nearly doubled the gap be- 
tween their salaries and those earned 


by females between 1955 and 1974. 


The bureau said that in "constant 


dollars," which take inflation into ac- 
count, working men averaged earning 
$1,911 more than working women in 
1955. It said men stretched that ad- 
vantage to $3,433 In 1974 — 79 per cent 
difference. 


A major factor contributing to the 


widening gap was a predominance of 
women in lower status occupations of 
a traditional nature which provide 
limited opportunity for advancement, 
the report said. 


THE REPORT SAID women are 


nearly four times as likely as men to 
earn between $3,000 and $4,990 a year, 
and three times as likely to be in the 
$5,000 to $6,999 pay bracket. 


"Despite the fact that women were 


32 per cent of all year-round full-tim* 
earners in 1974, they accounted for 63 
per cent of workers earning between 
$3,000 and $4,999," it said. 


"They made up 58 per cent of those 
earning $5,000 to $6,999 ... (but) ac- 
counted for only 5 per cent of all year- 
round, full-time workers earning 
$15,000 and over."

"Boy... boat... black..." 
Six-year-old Kyung, son of Korean 


Immigrants, is learning to speak Eng- 
lish. He is one of more than 200 stu- 
dents throughout the Northwest sub- 
urbs who come from homes where 
little or no English is spoken.

Kyung's parents have decided to 


make America their home and, like 
other immigrants, need help adjusting 
to a new culture, said Myong Schies- 
tel, Kyung's Korean tutor at Willow 
Bend School, 4700 Barker Ave., Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


MRS. SCHIESTEL HELPS the chil- 


dren's parents, who often speak little 
or no English themselves, by trans- 
lating during parent-teacher confer- 
ences and explaining report cards, 
field trips and milk money, but her 
major job is to help children like 
Kyung learn English and develop an 
understanding of American culture. 


"We hope to educate the child while 


he's learning English," said Charles 
Erickson, director of the Northwest 
Education ooperative's multicultural 
program. The program was begun 
this year to place children in schools 
which have teachers speaking their 
language. A child who speaks Polish, 
for example, would attend a district 
that had a Polish program of at least 
20 students regardless of whether that 
is the child's home district. 


"Once they feel good about them- 


selves, once their culture is accepted 
and their language is accepted they 
can start to learn," said Virginia 
Tolk, chairwoman of Palatine Town- 
ship Dist. 15's bilingual program. 


Before such programs existed, chil- 


dren were expected to learn English 
by "total immersion," Erickson said, 
picking up English words by listening 
to the teacher and classmates. 


"Either you had a zealous classroom 


teacher who put out for that child to 
the neglect of the others, or the kid 
sat there like a lump," he said. 


ERICKSON SAID HE has placed 


children of a German chef, a Greek . 
restaurant owner, a German printer 
and a Korean stationed in the United 
States by his country's Counsel Gener- 
al's office. 


Kyung is one of 11 Korean children 


at Willow Bend, Mrs. Schiestel said. 
Ranging in age from five to 11, they 
have had no previous English train- 
ing. 


"It would be easier for them to 


learn if they played with American 
children, but not many do," she said. 
The main reason is shyness. 


"First graders and kindergartners 


don't care, they just speak up, but 
from about third grade on they hold 
back," she said. 


FORMATS USED RANGE from 


half-days of instruction in academic 
subjects given in a child's primary 
language, to a resource room where 
students receive special English tutor- 
Ing each day. 


Besides teaching the children how 


to communicate in English, the pro- 
gram attempts to introduce them to 
aspects of life in the United States 
that may be completely fortign to 
them. 


In Schaumburg Township Dist. 54, 


L i n k School Principal Maynard 
Thomas said children in the program 


there have visited a local Dominick's 
Food Store where they were shown 
how a supermarket operates. The 
group has also visited other commu- 
nity establishments, Thomas said. 


The're are still a few, kinks to work 


out, and the rule seems to be to ex- 
pect the unexpected. Thomas said one 
little girl got so caught up in the 
Thanksgiving feast at Link that she 
gobbled down her portion of turkey 
before she realized that turkey is a 
fowl and eating fowl Is against her 
religion. 


MS. TOLK SAID Dist. IS is also 


working on explanation of American 
holidays and customs, sometimes with 
' humorous results. 


"One little girl raised her hand and 


said, 'I understand what St. Patrick's 
Day is but what I don't understand is 
why?'" she said. 


Such are the questions multicultural 


programs hope to answer.

Richardson in Turkey 
to assist relief efforts 


VAN, Turkey (UPI — The govern- 


ment Imposed a state of mobilization 
In Van province Sunday, seizing pri- 
vate vehicles and drafting citizens for 
efforts to shelter earthquake survi- 
vors from a blizzard that threatened 
to Increase the disaster's death toll, 
already beyond 3,000. 


Commerce Sec. Elliot L. Richard- 


son, meanwhile, arrived in Ankara to 
supervise American relief efforts for 
victims In eastern Turkey. Richard- 
son had been in Yugoslavia on a six- 
nation lour when he received n mid- 
night call from the White House or- 
dering him to the Turkish capital. 


Four days after the quake shook the 


earth with a force that registered 7.6 
on the open-ended Richter scale, a 
blizzard hit the disaster zone where 
30,000 homeless people camped under 
open skies. Officials said they feared 
the frigid gales and driving snow 
would swell the casualty lists. 


THE COMPLETE death toll is un- 


known. Premier Suleyman Demlrel 
said Saturday there were 3,024 dead. 
The deputy governor of Van province, 
however, earlier put the figure at 
over 4,000, and local sources sold the 
final figure might exceed 6,000. 


The quake Wednesday, the -strong- 


est In Turkey in 37 years, left four 
towns and 130 villages ruined and- 
1,200 people seriously Injured. 


International aid Sunday poured 


Into Van from the United States, West 
Germany and many other countries, 
Including Greece, Turkey's rival on 
Cyprus.

Model Soviet supersonic 
sells for $2 from Japatf 


TOKYO (UPI) - Less than three 


months ago the MIG25 Foxbat jet was 
one of the Soviet Union's most valu- 
able defense secrets. 


In January, detailed replicas of the 


supersonic 
fighter-reconnaissance 


plane will be on sale In the West for 
$2 each. 


A Russian air force pilot who flew 


one of the swept-wing, twin-engine 
jets to Japan helped disclose the 
plane's secrets — consideed priceless 
by Western intelligence sources — in 
return for political asylum in the 
United States. 


Now a model-making firm in cen- 


tral Japan has announced it will sell 
plastic replicas of the Foxbat. 


Hasegawa Seisakusho Co. said Sun- 


day its branch offices in Los Angeles 
and London already have received or- 


ders from foreign buyers for the 12- 
inch-long models, complete with the 
Red Star insignia, and will put 200,000 
planes on the market in January. 


The MIG was seen on Japanese tele- 


vision after Soviet Air Force Lt. Vik- 
tor Belenko landed it at Hakodate air- 
port 500 miles north of Tokyo Sept. 6. 


Hasegawa Seisakusho said its tech- 


nical experts reproduced the jet after 
careful study of videotapes and news- 
paper photographs in Japan and data 
from American aviation journals. 


Japanese and American military 


experts dismantled the jet, which is 
capable of flying at more than three 
times the speed of sounds, before Ja- 
pan crated the plane and shipped It 
back to the Soviet Union earlier this 
month.

However, country living didn't match those ideal summer vaca- 


tions Lorraine remembered. 


She had three more children and became restless and lonely. 


FIRST SHE joined a garden club In Barrington, and at a friend's 


suggestion, became a member In Palatine Junior Woman's Club. 
She also volunteered time to Clearbrook and Countryside Centers, 
and spearheaded Palatine Community Council a composite com- 
munity group. 


And when automobile accidents and other pressing teen prob- 


lems spurred her to action, "Mrs. L" organized a teen center for 
Palatine youth. 
. 


The youngsters operated The Joint with hclo from an adult advi- 


sory board. "With cooperation and generosity from the commu- 
nity, the kids worked to finance their own building, raising $60,000 
to purchase property. But the kids grew up and moved out, adults 
lost Interest, and we eventually donated proceeds from property 
sale to Countryside Y," Lorraine said. 


Her young friends still visit at holldc.v time, and Mrs. L values 


the long-time association. In fact, they encouraged her to go back 
to school. 


"THE KIDS suggested I attend a class in child psychology at 


Harper College with them when I was prcanant with Jenenc," she 
said. (Jcncnc was born asthmatic five years ago. Concerned for 
her health and care, Mrs. La Susa since has cut back on most 
community work. She Is now a member of Foundation Board, 
Northwest Community Hospital.) 


It was a guidance counselor friend at Harper who pointed Lor- 


raine to School of New Learning. Lorraine felt stagnated when she 
dropped community Involvement, but was reluctant and scared to 
go back to school. For a while she tried sports, involving her 
whole family. But now — with family approval — Mrs. La Susa 
has made her commitment for that college degree. 


She Is reaping more than satisfaction for years working to serve 


her family and community. School of New Learning will evaluate 
all those contributions and work skills (she's worked since age 14, 
earned her own college'expenses of more than two years before 
she married) for college credit. 


Lorraine La Susa, homcmakcr and volunteer, now is following 


her own philosophy; "Do your own thing." She'll still bo helping 
people... professionally. 


LORRAINE LA SUSA'S volunteer work will 
be evaluated toward a degree In psychology 
at DePaul University's School of New Learn- 
ing. Her portfolio of "life experiences" will 
include documents of her years with Palatine 
Junior Woman's Club where she headed ev- 


ery committee until she became president; 
her volunteer work at Clearbrook and Coun- 
tryside Centers, and the teen center she or- 
ganized in Palatine. Whon iM health of her 
youngest child forced her to cut back on her 


community work, she felt stagnated, but 
now, with the approval of her family she is 
back at school, reaping more than satisfac- 
tion for her years of serving her family and 
community. 


Parental Stress Service 
An ear for frazzled moms, dads 


The trigger could be as simple as a 


child's picky eating" habits after a try- 
ing day or as complex as a deep- 
seated history of abuse In the father's 
family. The parents come from the 
ghettos of the south side and the man- 
sions of the north shore, and the 
symptoms of their anger run the ga- 
mut from verbal epithets to brutal 
beatings. 


Parental -Stress Service Is well 


aware of the causes and symptoms of 
child abuse,.and the self-help organi- 
zation Is out to stem both by helping 
parents cope with negative emotions 
toward their children. 


THE CHICAGO-BASED service was 


organized two years ago, 
and has 


recently expanded to include the 
n o r t h w e s t suburbs. Its program, 
staffed by 95 volunteers and eight 
paid administrators, is four-fold: a 24- 
hour hotline; an outreach program 
providing volunteers to Counsel a dis- 
tressed parent in an emergency; re- 
ferrals to other agencies; and weekly 
meetings along the lines of Alcoholics 
Anonymous. 


According to Debbie Doherty, coor- 


dinator in charge of the western and 
northwest suburbs, 90 per cent of abu- 
sive parents don't consciously intend 
to barm their children. The causes for 
the abuse — or neglect — are usually 
linked to a childhood which included 
abuse, a situations! difficulty like a 
divorce or financial obligation, or a 
housewife's loneliness and Isolation. 


"Most of our callers really want to 


be good parents, but their emotions 
just get out of control," said Ms. Do- 
herty. "So many parents feel they 
have to love their kids 24 hours a day 
. . . they store up their anger and it 
(tomes out against the child." 


"THE KEY to avoiding abuse Is let- 


ting your feelings show. It helps to let 
a child know you're angry with him, 
but it has to be done in acceptable 
ways," she continued. 


Most of the parents who call for 


help are women who feel isolated and 
trapped in the home, said Ms. Doher- 
ty. With few friends, no outlets, and a 
husband who is often out of town or 


out of the picture entirely, a mother 
with young children can become a 
prime candidate for Parental Stress. 


The need for a home visit after a 


child has been injured is rare, said 
Ms. Doherty, but paired volunteers 
will accompany the parents and child 
to the hospital if needed. Parental 
Stress is a non-reporting agency and 
guarantees complete confidentiality, 
but volunteers warn the parents that 
the hospital or physician will report 
the injury, she added. 


IN MOST CASES, the problem is as 


familiar as a five-year-old's dally re- 
luctance to get ready for his classes 
at the local Y. When the exasperated 
mother places a call' to Parental 
Stress, volunteers (most of whom 
have their own children and attend 
monthly training seminars) respond 
by emphasizing the parent's feelings 
and exploring options. 


If professional advice is required, 


volunteers keep a list of area services 
for referrals. And for mutual support 
and discussion of parenting problems, 


the weekly Parents Anonymous meet- 
ings team up to ten parents with a 
trained coordinator, Ms. Doherty said. 


Despite the varied causes for child 


abuse, volunteers do recognize some 
patterns. Ms. Doherty reported tho 
peak times for calls are in the winter 
months (more inside activities), din- 
nertime, children's bedtime, and just 
after the youngsters leave for school 
in the morning. 


VERY FEW callers are men; 
pri- 


marily because "there's still a stigma 
about not being 'strong' . . . many 
men don't see a problem because they 
are supposed to act like the boss," 
said Doherty. 


But whatever their sex, parents do 


call — at the rate of between 250 and 
300 a month, she reported. And wheth- 
er the response is a trip to the hosip- 
tal or advice of a heart-to-heart talk 
and a few aspirin, Parental Stress Is 
working to keep child abuse out of the 
headlines.

Ribbon belts simple gifts to make 


Dear Eunice Farmer: 


I would like to learn to make 


tho narrow, striped grosgraln rib- 
bon belts that are found on sports- 
wear today. This way, they could 
bo changed according to desired 
colors. Also, I thought they would 
make nifty belts for Christmas 
gifts. Incidentally, I have also 
found them on men's slacks and 
they look great. Mrs. Carole R. 


Dear Carole: 


, These belts are fairly simple to 
moke, however, the, leather-type 
backing may be difficult to find. I 
shall give you Instructions that 
won't require the backing; in- 
stead, use two lengths of your rib- 
bon. 


Tho belts will need some stiffen- 


ing and there are two that I will 
recommend. First/ you can cut 
the non-roll belting just slightly 
smaller than the width of the belt, 
insert it between the two layers of 
ribbon, pin In place and machine 
stitch the ribbon together on each 
side, very close to-the edges. 


If you can't find the belting, cut 


press-on Interfacing slightly nar- 
rower than the ribbon and press It 
to the back of each length of rib- 


bon, then proceed as above by 
pinning the ribbons together and 
machine stitching close to the 
edges. Finish the one end with the 
buckle, the other with a point. 


If you aren't sure of the waist 


measurement, don't punch in the 
eyelets for the belt slide, instead, 
remove the prong of the buckle 
and apply a strip of Velcro to the 
belt to hold in place. 


These marvelous striped rib- 


bons come in several widths for 
belts, from one-half inch 'to two 
inches and are usually washable. 
< 


Dear Eunice Farmer: 


I'm an avid reader of your won- 


derful "Sew Simple" column and 
although I don't-consider myself a 
beginner, I still have lots to learn. 
There Is one thing that leaves me 
literally "stricken" when I open 
up the pattern instructions, that Is 
the part about interfacings. Pat- 
terns 'differ so much in the tech- 
niques and are very vague about 
the type of Interfacing that should 
be used. Often the clerks in the 
stores aren't 'much help either. 
Can you give us a guideline? Nan- >' 
cyT. 


Dear Nancy: 


The big problem concerning in- 


terfacing and the information giv- 
en on patterns is that they can 
only give you a general idea since 
they really have no idea about the • 
fabric you have purchased; they 
can .only help you with the actual 
fabric they have used for the 
sample garment. 


There are many alternatives 


about interfacings: the woven ver- 
sus the unwoven, the press-on ver- 
sus the non-press on, etc. It all 
depends on the weight and type of 
your fabric and the type of pat- 
tern. It all boils down to your own 
good judgment. 


We have had extremely good 


luck with Pellon's "Dot" press-on 
interfacing. 
It is very light 


weight, only bonds the fabric with 
tiny pin dots — preventing too 
much stiffness — and it is so flex- 
ible that it has worked with fine 
matte jerseys as well as heavier 
fabrics. I hardly think you could 
make a mistake using this type of 
interfacing for most garments ex- 
cluding suits and coats where you 
would need a heavier type inter- 
facing. 
' 


You might have to experiment

with each and every garment by 
taking a small scrap of fabric and 
applying several different types of 
interfacing, finding just the right 
one for that garment. 


In the meantime, try to find a 


fabric resource where you can get 
expert advice on this matter; It 
can often spell the difference be- 
tween success and failure. If we 
fail too often, it'does something to 
our enthusiasm for sewing and we 
certainly don't need those kind of 
handicaps. •

Isometric exercises 
usually not harmful 


After rending your column about Isometric exercises and what 


they can actually do to the blood pressure I became very con- 
cerned. I do not do Isometric exercises, but whenever I think of it 
I tense my stomach muscles and keep them tight in order to have 
a flat stomach. 


Is this a practice that I should avoid? I am a mlddleaged woman 


•nd I do exercise. I've never been troubled with high blood pres- 
sure and I don't wont It to happen to me now. 


Isometric contractions, Including hand-shaking or squeezing and 


voluntary contractions, can cause a transitory rise of the blood 
pressure. They will not cause a normal person to develop high 
blood pressure though. The danger is for the person who already 
has excessively high blood pressure. 


Many life situations Increase the blood pressure temporarily. A 


good example Is running. A.I a person exerts himself, the heart 
must pump more blood. With this increase the blood pressure 
rises. This is normal and after exercise the blood pressure returns 
to normal. Such exercise actually helps to lower blood pressure in 
many normal people after tho period of exercise is over.

I started 
menstruating a year ago. I had read that menstrual cycles can 
sometimes he Irregular, such as skipping a month or two, so I wai 
not going to be worried or surprised If mine did. Well, mine didn't. 
I was very regular. 


After about six months, one month I didn't have my period. It 


didn't come the next month and now It is six months — half a year 
— since my last period. 


Around flint lime I changed my eating habits and went on a mild 


diet. I started eating tho right amount of everything; plenty of 
vegetables, fresh fruit and the right amounts of protein, milk, 
cerenl, bread and bulk products. I do not eat any heavy, rich, 
sweet desserts as I used to all the time. I lost five pounds. 


Isn't six months without menstruating very abnormal? Can It be 


normal at all? I am much too shy to talk to my mother or anyone 
about It or lo see a doctor either. What should I do? This is really 
worrying me. 


You should have stuck with your original resolution not to worry 


if your periods were irregular. 


No, It Is not unusual to have relatively long time spans without 


menstruation at your ago. Young girls usually start having periods 
between 10 and 16 years of age. The fact that you had regular 
periods suggests that you are perfectly normal. 


Obesity and crash diets are both factors In upsetting the delicate 


hormone balance that controls menstruation. You are on the right 
course, eating a sound, sensible diet. Nature will likely take care 
of tho rest of the development for you. If you do not resume 
menstruation by age 18 then you should see a doctor about it.

I've learned how to keep such a loaf 
from drying out. (1) Wet the top "heel" with tap water and keep It 
and tho first piece under It In place as you use the slices under 
them. (2) After taking out tho slices you need each time, carefully 
fold tho wrapper back In place and secure with a rubber band or 
two. (3) Always put tho unused bread In tho refrigerator until you 
need more. This keeps the bread soft, moist and fresh all the way.

By almost any standard you care to use, the Sa- 


hara Desert Is the largest desert In the world. Its 
total area Is almost as large as all SO of the United 
Suites put together. Tucked in the north central por- 
tion of the Sahara Is a country a little bit larger than 
Alaska called Libya — where about 90 per cent of 
the land is desert. 


Because of Libya's great expanse of desert and 


Inck of natural resources, It has been a poor country. 
The discovery of oil, however, In the 1950s suddenly 
brought the country great wealth. Regardless of Its 
desert area or its oil, Libya holds a record unequalcd 


by any other country In the world. It has the dis- 
tinction of being the hottest spot on Earth. A tem- 
perature of 136.4 degrees F. was reached in the city 
of Al Azlziyah on Sept. 13,1922. 


Second place In the hot spot sweepstakes is much 


closer to home — Death Valley, California. On July 
10, 1913, the thermometer inched up to 134 degrees 
P., making it the hottest place in the United States. 


Deserts are hot because the air is crystal clear 


and dry, allowing the sun's rays to come through 
more strongly. While air temperatures commonly 
soar to 120 degrees F., the surface temperature of 
the sand Is much hotter. Ground temperatures 
frequently soar to 160 degrees F. or more. Needless 
to say, this makes it mighty uncomfortable for the 
plants and animals that live there.

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Veterinarian sees 2 sides to seal killings 


by TONI GINNETTI 


The ads decry the killings of young 


harp seals, snowwhite pups clubbed to 
death supposedly for their fur. 


Citizen groups and humane societies 


each year display the ads In news- 
papers throughout the country, calling 
for public outrage to halt the Cana- 
d I a n government-sanctioned seal 
roundups. 


What draws their wrath Is the man- 


ner in which the young pups are 
killed, clubbed repeatedly and then 
skinned for their fur. 


Dr. Daniel Laughlln winces when 


the .subject of those ads arises. It's 
not that Brookflcld Zoo's 35-year-old 
veterinarian Is callous about the mis- 
treatment of animals. 


ON THE contrary, his life Is com- 


mitted to caring for animals. But Dr. 
Laughlln has seen beyond what the 
newspaper ads portray, and vrtille he 
Is no advocate of wanton destruction 
of animals, ho has seen the seal con- 
troversy from both sides. 


Dr. Laughlln this year was selected 


by the National Marine Fisheries Ser- 
vice to accompany the government's 
annual harvesting of Northern Pacific 
fur seals In the Prlbllof Islands off 
Alaska. 


These seals and the operation run 


by the Dcpt. of Commerce are not the 
xnmo hunts portrayed in the ads. SU11 
the project has been criticized by 
xomo groups who oppose destruction 
of some seals lo control the total seal 
population. 


The program has been run since 


1911 and takes only surplus males, Dr. 
Laughlln says. But while the Eu- 
ropean fur Industry purchases the 
skins, (the United States government 
bans fur soles in the states) the proj- 
ect aims at conservation of the seal 
pupulntlon, he soys. 


"AS A PEItSON dedicated to ani- 


mal conservation, I get very disturbed 
when I see distortion of the so-called 
inhuman destruction (of the seals)," 
he says.

"The killing is done as humanely as 


possible," he says. "I made some rec- 
ommendations. I went in objectively. 
I admit, though, I was pretty shocked 
the first day," he says. 


The project is not a money making 


one for the government, costing about • 
$4 to $5 million yearly and bringing In 
about $1 million less, Dr. Laughlin 
says. 


HUMANE SOCIETIES have been 


Invited to observe the harvesting op- 


eration and Thursday at 8 p.m. in 
Rlverside-Brookfleld High School Dr. 
Laughlin will lecture about his obser- 
vations. 


The seal project is shadowed by 


controversy, but while Dr. Laughlin 
holds an animal lover's dlstain for 
killing, he says he understands those 
who back the project. 


"If the point is valid that so many 


thousands of the seals will die in the 
water (because of an insufficient food 


supply,) that may justify the harvest- 
Ing," he says. 


What irks him more, however, is 


that so much outrage can be directed 
at the seal project while other animal 
mistreatment continues. 


"We kill 80 million cows In this 


country every year in much more in- 
humane methods," he says. "And 
people should see what is done in the 
(dog) pounds in this country every 
day."

Experts say the seal population off 


the Pribllof Islands, now about 1.3 
million, would decline significantly If. 
the harvesting project were ceased, 
partly because the seals' food supply 
of fish Is not enough to sustain the 
500,000 pups born yearly. 


But another apparent danger is the 


threat of wholesale slaughtering of the 
seals by the Japanese fishing Industry 
if the program is stopped, Dr. Laugh- 
lln says. The federal government has 
a treaty with Japan that prevents the 
Japanese from killing the seals, a 
prospect that conservationists 
fear 


wou'd be used to "safeguard" the 
country's fishing industry supply. 


Lack of any industry In that Aleu- 


tian area also has made the annual 
month-long seal harvesting project a 
primary source of jobs on the islands. 
Most of the Alaskans there are other- 
wise on welfare, Dr. Laughlin says. 


"I DON'T like the killing and I don't 


think people should have fur coats, 
but what are you going to do with the 
people there?" he asks. "And if the 
Japanese are going to start (killing 
the seals) again, then I would have to 
say tho program should continue." 


About 25,000 males were killed In 


the July operation, Dr. Laughlin says. 
The animals were stunned by club- 
bing and then killed instantly by 
slashing the thorax.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Federal of- 


ficials say they urged consumers to 
think twlco about buying citizens band 
radios for Christmas. A poll showed 
many did not know a new type of ra- 
dio will bo available Jan. 1. 


Tho Federal Trade Commission's 


(FTC) consumer alert, Issued Nov. 23, 
provoked some angry reaction among 
CB manufacturers, who say it may 
confuse shoppers Into thinking the 
sets now available are not good buys. 


FTC officials, however, agreed with 


Industry spokesmen that 23-channel 
sets are good buys for those who pre- 
fer their advantages of lower cost and 
sharper reception. 


Some CB industry spokesmen said 


the commission should have Included 
that Information In Its consumer alert. 


Defending their action, FTC offi- 


cials said a survey showed 40 per cent 
of those polled did not know that the 
number of CB channels will expand 
from 23 to 40 on Jan. 1, and that 40- 
channcl sets will become available af- 
ter that date. 


They said tho FTC had to ensure 


that consumers understand a more 
versatile radio will soon bo available, 
and that distributors do not try to sell 
out their 23-channel inventories to un- 
suspecting Christmas shoppers. 


SOME so MILLION Americans al- 


ready own 23-channel sets. 


The FTC advised potential CB buy- 


ers to find out first if the 23-channel 
set they want can be converted later 
to 40 channels, how that may be done, 
how long It wilt take and how much it 
will cost.

CHAMPAIGN, 111. - Why was Bob 


Blackmail ousted at Illinois? 


Wasn't his record against n embers 


of the "Other Eight" - 24 and 11 with 
one tio — acceptable? Wasn't it, un- 
der the circumstances, unreasonable 
to expect success against Ohio State 
and Michigan? 


It Is a complex question that athlet- 


ic director Cecil Colemnn alluded to 
when ho referred vaguely to .(1) rap- 
port and (2) recruiting. 


While Blackman was always enor- 


mously energetic and painstakingly 
organized, at 58 he was nevertheless a 
grandfather Involved In a gome for 
post-teenagers.

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Taxi!

Taxlcabs arc the only form of pub- 


lic transportation some suburban 
communities have, and a Herald sur- 
vey shows taxi service Is generally er- 
ratic and unreliable in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Waits of 30 minutes after a cab has 


been called arc commonplace, the 
survey revealed. 


An exception to the rule of spotty 


service is DCS Plaines, where cabs 
came promptly after each call by a 
Herald reporter who did not identify 
his occupation when requesting a cab. 


Service Is especially poor in the af- 


ternoon hours and in residential 
neighborhoods. 


CONSISTENTLY 
POOH 
service 


was recorded In Buffalo Grove and 
Rolling Meadows. Delays from 20 
minutes to 1 hour and 20 minutes 
were found In Buffalo Grove; in Roll- 
ing Meadows reporters waited from 20 
to SO minutes after calling a cab. 


The survey was conducted by 10 


Herald reporters over a thrcc-da/'pc- 
rlod. Waiting periods ranged from two 
minutes to two hours as reporters 


Service here usually fast; in other suburbs it's slow, erratic 


summoned cabs during morning, af- 
ternoon and evening hours to residen- 
tial neighborhoods, downtown areas 
and outlying shopping districts. 


With the exception of Arlington 


Heights — where delays ranged from 
five minutes to two hours — the num- 
ber of licensed taxis in a community 
corresponded with the length of waits. 


In communities with more licensed 


taxis — such as Mount Prospect 
which has 30 cabs and DCS Plaines 
which has 20 — service is generally 
fast. Communities with no licensed 
cabs, such as Buffalo Grove and Hoff- 
man Estates, usually have longer de- 
lays. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, with 2G li- 


censed cabs, is the exception to the 
more-cabs, better-service rule. 


Fares are set by each community 


and range from 50 cents for the first- 
one-scvcnth mile in Hoffman Estates 
to 70 cents for the first one-seventh 
mile in Arlington Heights, Palatine 
and Scliaumburg. 


At least one taxi company execu- 


tive, Tim Vana, co-owner of Martin 
and Palatine A-One Cab companies, 


which service Palatine, Des Plaines 
and Rolling Meadows, did not dispute 
The Herald's findings. 


"I'm not surprised it takes so long 


in the Northwest area, especially in 
Rolling Meadows and Palatine," he 
said. "Since we lost our lease to oper- 
ate out of the Palatine train depot, we 
arc headquartered in Des Plaines. It's 
just going to take 20 minutes for a cab 
to get from there to Rolling Meadows. 


"Our Des Plaines service is very 


good," Vana said, "and I try to tell 
people how long a wait it'll be when 
they call. But if it's longer and they 
call us up again what can we do? 
We're caught with our pants down." 


HE ADMITTED his company's ser- 


vice In Palatine and surrounding com- 
munities is inadequate. "We're just 
trying to keep our foot In the door in 
Palatine until we can afford to get 
enough cars to service the area prop- 
erly." 


Vana had a heated telephone con- 


versation after a reporter waited two- 
hours for a taxi in Arlington Heights 
in which Vana hung up in mid-conver- 
sation. Of that incident, Vana said, "I 


tried to refer the call to another com- 
pany, but it didn't work. I try to be as 
polite as possible, but it really gets 
hectic in there (the dispatching room) 
sometimes." 


Another owner, Jerry Elisco, presi- 


dent of.the T&D Cab Service which 
operates from Elk Grove Village, 
Rosemont and Park Ridge, attributed 
waits of 30 and 43 minutes to coinci- 
dence. 


"Last week naturally would be the 


week the reporter took the cab," he 
said, "because that week I had one 
driver in the hospital with a heart at- 
tack and had to let another one go 
because he wasn't doing a good job. 
Usually 15 minutes is the most our 
customers wait. It's just coincidence 
that we had two drivers out last week 
when the reporter rode." 


HOWEVER SOME customers, like 


Mrs. Robert Hutchins of Arlington 
Heights, confirmed The Herald's find- 
ings and contended the problem has 
existed in the area for at least a year. 


In a Nov. 1 letter to The Herald and 


Village Pros. James T. Ryan, Mrs. 
Hutchins, a self-described "steady 


customer" of the Arlington Heights 
City Cab Co., said, "When I called 
Mr. (Robert) BIrks (the owner) again 
two weeks ago he said that seven of 
his drivers quit — meaning fewer 
cabs on the road." 


Mrs. Hutchins, who does not drive, 


said she has w»ited as long as three 
hours for a taxi and has missed beau- 
ty parlor and doctor appointments be- 
cause drivers either were late or nev- 
er arrived. 


Birks, who also owns Wheeling, 


Prospect and Elk Grove Village cab 
companies, admitted long waits are a 
problem, but said he's pinched by in- 
flation and can't afford enough equip- 
ment to service the area adequately. 


"In my business I just break even," 


Birks, who also is president of the Illi- 
nois Cab Assn., said. "I have new 
equipment, including four more cabs, 
coming in, which will cure the situ- 
ation, especially in Arlington Heights. 


"One of my biggest problems is 


keeping drivers," he said. "They tell 
me they would rather quit and collect 
$80 a week on welfare than drive a 
cab for $250 or $275 a week." 


BIRKS IS supporting a bill now 


pending in the General Assembly 
which would exempt.taxi companies 
from paying the 14-ccnt-per-gallon 
state and federal gasoline tax. 


Of Mrs. Hutchins' complaints, he 


said, "If we're not there within 15 
minutes, she closes her door and re- 
fuses to come out. Then I've wasted a 
driver's time and gas." 


Another complaining customer, an 


elderly woman, recalled the day sev- 
eral weeks ago when she and her dia- 
betic sister were stranded at a shop- 
ping center waiting for an Arlington 
Heights City Cab Co. driver who nev- 
er arrived. 


"I explained to them that she is sick 


and must eat promptly," the woman 
said. "Finally, after waiting an hour 
and a half and making three more 
phone calls to the dispatcher another 
relative came to pick us up. But by 
the time we got home my sister could 
hardly make it across the parking 
lot."

Rampaging technology alarms officials 
Future weapons may spell doom

Some Pentagon and intelligence 


community officials, alarmed by what 
they term "rampaging 
technology," 


ore warning that advanced weapons 
systems of the future could spell 
doom for efforts to control the strate- 
gic arms race. 


Knowledgeable sources ,say losers 


and a range of other high-technology 
weapons now being developed would 
make arms limitations talks "virtual- 
ly Impossible" by precluding any fea- 
sible way to check compliance, 
v In addition, they say, the advanced 
weapons would defy conventional 
forms of strategic defense planning. 


"The technology, In my view, Is out- 


running our ability to keep up with It 
in terms of loophole-free agree- 
ments," sold one Pentagon expert. 
The Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
"agreement already is In trouble and 
It's not going to get any better."

SKEPTICISM ABOUT success of fu- 


ture SALT-Hko negotiations stems 
from development of a new breed of 
"space-based" weapons systems as 
well as the Increased accuracy of nu- 


clear warhead delivery systems and 
improved Intelligence and detection 
capabilities. 
' 


The concern is not universally felt. 


But a number of military and In- 
telligence agency officials Indicated in 
telephone interviews they felt cause 
for at least some alarm about theo- 
retically possible developments. 


Most weapons systems of the future 


are now only in research or devel- 
opmental stages: 
• The government has given top pri- 
ority to a high-energy loser program. 
But military and scientific experts 
agree prospects for remote laser 
warfare In space, Isolated from the 
general public, are years, away. • 


INSIDERS GENERALLY agreed a 


complete rethinking In conventional 
military and arms control planning 
will bo necessary to cope with emerg- 
ing military technologies. 


"Lots of things are moving with 


considerable speed, and I don't see 
that we're going to go far in trying to 
stop these technologies,", sold a De- 
fense Dept. strategist '!0ne has to 
. plan on the assumption that, whether 
it's high-energy lasers, high-accuracy 


missiles or sophisticated cruise mis- 
siles, they're going to come. 


"My feeling is that it's already got- 


ten more complicated than our means 
to control these things. We've already 
got problems and It's getting worse." 


Future deployment of space-based 


weapons systems "is not a pleasant 


prospect," an intelligence specialist 
said. 


"This is a harbinger of tilings to 


come," he said. "We're up against 
rampaging technology at a time when 
the Soviets have tended to exploit 
loopholes -In the existing (SALT) 
agreemtns." 


Filters hurt smokers more: study 


WASHINGTON (UPD - some inter 


cigarets, while lower in nicotine and 
tar than nonfltyer brands, may deliver 
more poisonous gases to the smoker, 
according to a Reader's Digest study 
released Sunday. 


Rather than testing for tar and nico- 


tine content, a study sponsored by the 
magazine examined 28 brands of ciga- 
rets — including several of the new 
mild varieties. — for hydrogen cya- 
nide, nitrogen oxides and carbon 
monoxide content. 
. Carbon monoxide is responsible for 
'heart disease, the Digest said, and the 
other two "poison gases" are associ- 


ated with chronic bronchitis and em- 
physema. 


In test resuots published in this 


month's edition, the magazine report- 
ed "some low-tar filter brands, such 
as Merit King and Fact King, put out 
more nitrogen oxides than such high- 
tar cigarets as Qamel, Winston Filter 
King and Lucky Strike regular. 


"THE ONLY brands consistently 


low in tar, nicotine and the three 
gases are Now King and Curlton 70," 
it said. • 


Clgareta low In tar and nicotine 


may pose an additional hazard to

Panel to consider raising 
pay of elected officials 


A proposal to raise the salaries of 


Des Plaines' elected officials will be 
considered by city officials tonight. 


The city council's finance com- 


mittee, chaired by Mayor Charles J. 
Bolck, will meet at 7:30 p.m. in Room 
101 at the Des Plaines Civic Center, 
1420 Miner St., Des Plaines. 


If approved by the committee and 


the council, the salary hikes would be- 
come effective May 1, 1977. The in- 
creases are being considered because 
the salaries of the mayor and city 
clerk have not been raised since 1973. 
The pay for aldermen has been the 
same since 1969. 


The salaries of the city's elected of- 


ficials are set by ordinance every four 
years and cannot be raised annually 
like those of other city employes. 


Under city ordinance, the mayor re- 


ceives an annual salary of $25,000, the 
city clerk gets $13,500 and aldermen 
get $1,600 each. The mayor and city

Timmons said he has met with the 


organization's screening committee. 


".I look forward to receiving their 


approval and endorsement," he said. 


He said he told the screening com- 


mittee that if he falls to win Republi- 
can endorsement for the village presi- 
dent's race, he would hope to be 
slated by the GOP for releection as 
trustee. 


He -said be has been considering 


seeking the endorsement for several 
weeks and didn't decide until confer- 
ring with his famlly.- 


clcrk serve the city full-time, uhile 
aldermen work part-time. 


City Comptroller Duane L. Blictz 


said if the salaries of the elected offi- 
cials are increased to reflect the 
raises given other city employes in 
the last several years, the mayor's 
annual salary would be set at $32,757, 
the city clerk's at $17,689 and alder- 
men at $3,379 each. 


The finance panel also will consider 


proposed uses for next year's motor 
fuel tax and federal revenue sharing 
funds.

She waited 1 hour and 
15 minutes one morning for an Arling- 
ton Heights City cab to take her a 
distance she usually walks In IS min- 
utes. 


Not only are taxi rides sometimes 


Inconvenient, but Tho Herald dis- 
covered they can also be dangerous 
and Illegal. 


A Prospect Cab Co. driver said he 


arrived 39 minutes after being dis- 
patched because he was stopped by a 
Mount Prospect policeman and issued 
a speeding ticket. 


Although every community in the 


area requires at least an annual safe- 
ty Inspection of each licensed taxi, 


Don Mozal, a driver for Ace Schaum- 
burg Cab Co.', said stronger inspection 
procedures are needed.' • 


INSPECTION 'FORMS, often are 


siped by attendants at approved ser- 
vice 'stations without a safety check 
being completed, he said. 


"That's too easy. You can go into 


one particular inspection area down in 
Schaumburg and for $5 they'll lust 
sign the sheet," Mozal said. 


Three times, in Arlington Heights 


and Elk Grove Village, taxi drivers 
violated village ordinances. 


Martin Cab Co., which is not licens- 


ed In Arlington Heights, is prohibited 
from picking op customers'there. Yet 
a reporter's request for a ride was 
honored. 


AND TWICE in Elk Grove Village a 


reporter was • picked up and dropped 
off within village limits by a T&D Cab 
Service taxi dispatched from Rose- 
raont and not' licensed in the village, 
which violated an ordinance. Owner 
Elisco blamed the illegal rides on 
shorUiandedness. 


C o m p a n y owners interviewed 


agreed that improved service will be 
difficult without help, either from the 
state or communities. 


"We want to stay In,business for 


ourselves and aren't asking for gov- 
ernment subsidies," Birks said. "But 
I work 15 hours a day and Just break 
even. We try to provide the best ser- 
vice we can. People Just have to un- 
derstand that."

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Taxi! 
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Be prepared for a long wait next time you have to call for a cab

Toxlcobs arc the only form of pub- 


lic transportation some suburban 
communities have, and a Herald sur- 
vey shows taxi service is generally er- 
ratic and unreliable in the Northwest 
suburbs. 
. Walts of 30 minutes after a cab has 
been called are commonplace, the 
survey revealed. 


An exception to the rule of spotty 


service Is DCS Plaincs, where cabs 
came promptly after each call by a 
Herald reporter who did not identify 
his occupation when requesting a cab. 


Service is especially poor hi the af- 


ternoon hours and In residential 
neighborhoods. 


CONSISTENTLY 
POOR 
service 


was recorded in Buffalo Grove and 
Rolling Meadows. Delays from 20 
minutes to 1 hour and 20 minutes . 
were found in Buffalo Grove; in Roll- 
Ing Meadows reporters waited from 20 
to SO minutes after calling a cab. • 


The survey was conducted by 10 


Herald reporters over a three-day pe- 
riod. Waiting periods ranged from two. 
minutes to two hours as reporters 


summoned cabs during morning, af- 
ternoon and evening hours to residen- 
tial neighborhoods, downtown areas 
and outlying shopping districts. 


With the exception of Arlington 


Heights — where delays ranged from 
five minutes to two hours — the num- 
ber of licensed taxis In a community 
corresponded with the length of waits. 


In communities with more licensed 


taxis — such as Mount Prospect 
which has 30 cabs and DCS Plaines 
which has 20 — service is generally 
fast. Communities with no licensed 
cabs, such as Buffalo Grove and Hoff- 
: 


man Estates, usually have longer de- 
lays. • 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, with 26 li- 


censed cabs, is the exception to the 
more-cabs, better-service rule. 


Fares are set by each community 


and range from 50 cents for the first- 
onc-scvcnth mile in Hoffman Estates 
to 70 cents for the first one-seventh 
mile in Arlington Heights, Palatine 
and Schnumburg. 


At least one taxi company execu- 


tive, Tim Vnna, co-owner of Martin 
and Palatine A-One Cab companies, 


which service Palatine, Des Plaines 
and Rolling Meadows, did not dispute 
The Herald's findings. 


"I'm not surprised it takes so long 


in the Northwest area, especially in 
Rolling Mradows and Palatine," he 
said. "Since we lost our lease to oper- 
ate out of the Palatine train depot, we 
are headquartered in Des Plaines. It's 
just going to take 20 minutes for a cab 
to get from there to Rolling Meadows. 


"Our Des Plaines service Is very 


good," Vana said, "and I try to tell 
people how long a'wait it'll be when 
thoy call. But if it's longer and they 
call us up again what can we do? 
We're caught with our pants down." 


HE ADMITTED his company's ser- 


vice in Palatine and surrounding com- 
munities Is Inadequate. "We're just 
trying to keep our foot in the door in 
Palatine until we can afford to 'get 
enough cirs to service the area prop- 
erly." 


Vana had a heated telephone con- 


versation after a reporter waited two- 
hours for a taxi hi Arlington Heights 
in which Vana hung up in mid-conver- 
sation. Of that incident, Vana said, "I 


tr.ed to-refer the call to another com- 
pany, but it didn't work. I try to be as 
polite as possible, but it really gets 
hectic in there (the dispatching room) 
sometimes." 
•' Another owner, Jerry Elisco, presi- 
dent of the T&D Cab Service which 
operates from Elk Grove Village, 


. Rosemont and Park Ridge, attributed 


waits of 30 and 43 minutes to coinci- 
dence. 
• • ' . . . . 


"Last week naturally would be the 


week the reporter took the cab," he 
said, "because that week I had one 
driver in the hospital with a heart at- 
tack and had to let another one go 
because he wasn't doing a good job. 
Usually IS minutes is the most our 
customers wait. It's just coincidence 
that we had two drivers out last week 
when the reporter rode." 


HOWEVER SOME customers, like 


Mrs. Robert .Hutchins of Arlington 
Heights, confirmed The Herald's find- 
ings and contended the problem has 
existed in the area for at least a year. 


In a Nov. 1 letter to The Herald and 


Village Pres. James T. Ryan, Mrs. 
Hutchins, a self-described "steady 


customer" of the Arlington Heights 
City Cab Co., said, "When I called 
Mr. (Robert) Blrks (the owner) again 
two weeks ago he said that seven of 
his drivers quit — meaning fewer 
cabs on the road." 


Mrs. Hutchins, who does not drive, 


said she has waited as long as three 
hours for a taxi and has missed beau- 
ty parlor and doctor appointments be- 
cause drivers either were late or nev- 
er arrived. ' 


Birks, who also owns Wheeling, 


Prospect and Elk Grove Village cab 
companies, admitted long waits are a 
problem, but said he's pinched by in- 
flation and can't afford enough equip- 
ment to service the area adequately. 


"In my business I just break even," 


Birks, who also Is president of the Illi- 
nois Cab Assn., said. "I have new 
equipment, including four more cabs, 
coming in, which will cure the situ- 
ation, especially in Arlington Heights. 


"One of my biggest problems is 


keeping drivers," he said. "They tell 
me they would rather quit and collect 
$80 a week on welfare than drive a 
cab for $250 or $275 a week." 


BIRKS IS supporting a bill now 


pending in the General Assembly 
which would exempt taxi companies 
from paying the 14-cent-per-gallon 
state and federal gasoline tax. 


Of Mrs. Hutchins' complaints, he 


said, "If we're not there within 15 
minutes, she closes.her door and re- 
fuses to come out. Then I've wasted a 
driver's time and gas." 


Another complaining customer, an 


elderly woman, recalled the day sev- 
eral weeks ago when she and her dia- 
betic sister were stranded at a shop- 
ping center waiting for an Arlington 
Heights City Cab Co. driver who nev- 
er arrived. 


"I explained to them that she is sick 


and must eat promptly," the woman 
said. "Finally, after waiting an hour 
and a half and making three more 
phone calls to the dispatcher another 
relative came to pick us up. But by 
the time we got home my sister could 
hardly make it across the parking 
lot."

Filters hurt smokers more: study 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Some filter 


clgarets, while lower in nicotine and 
tar than nonfilter brands, may deliver 
more poisonous gases to the smoker, 
according to a Reader's Digest study 
released Sunday. 


Rather than testing fortar and nico- 


tine content, a study sponsored by the 
magazine examined 28 brands'of clga- 
rets-— including several of .the hew. 
mild varieties — for hydrogen cya- 
nide, nitrogen oxides and carbon 
monoxide content. 
•Carbon monoxide Is responsible for 
heart disease, the Digest said, and the • 
other two "poison gases" are associ- 


ated with chronic bronchitis and em- 
physema.

month's edition, the magazine, report- 
ed "some low-tar filter brands, such 
as Merit King and Fact King, put out 
more nitrogen oxides than such high-

gases are Now King and Carlton 70," 
it said.

The woman couldn't even afford a 


pair of surgical stockings. 


Her doctor said she needed them to 


prevent a dangerous blood clot from 
forming in her leg. 


But her husband was out of work, 


the Schaumburg woman sold, and 
what little the family did have had to 
go to support their six children. 


THE DOCTOR called Del. Sgt. Ron- 


ald Sperandeo of the Hoffman Estates 
Police Dept. He's associated with the 
Salvation Army, .and through tho or- 
ganization he arranged to pay for the 
stockings. 


The organization also found her hus- 


band a Job with the Schaumburg Park 
District. 


The Salvation Army has existed in 


Schaumburg Township for a number 
of years. But, Sperandeo says, it has 
been dormant for most of that tune. 


"It's been out here for some time, 


but nobody's really made use of it," 
he says. 


ABOUT FOUR months ago, an offi- 


cial from the organization's Chicago 
office followed up to see why its pro- 
grams weren't being used. 


Sperandeo, Lt. Robert Manning of 


the Hoffman Estates Police Dept. and 
o t h e r s Joined the organization's 
Schaumburg Township board, and the 
Salvation Army has reawakened. 


Basically, the Salvation Army's 


range of programs is to fill in the 
gaps where people in need cannot find 
help elsewhere. 


"It's a short-term thing to help 


these people -with their immediate 
needs," Sperandeo says. "Most of the 
aid-type programs I've found, there's 
been nothing for now. It's like, 'We'll 
send in the forms and get back to 
you.'" 


AS AN EXAMPLE, he points out a 


young mother of two. Her husband 
left in the middle of the night, and she 
was left with a landlord demanding 
the rent. 


The Salvation Army came up with 


the money to pay it. 


Or there was the man who moved to 


the area from Oklahoma. He found a 
place to live and got a job. But then 
he found out his first paycheck would 
be held a couple of weeks, and he was 
left with $2 in his pocket for food until 
he received his check. 


The Salvation Army gave him a 


voucher to buy enough groceries to 
last until he received the paycheck. 


"I've not really run Into anyone who 


looked like he was going to be a long- 
range problem," 
Sperandeo said. 


"They were people who needed it 
now. They felt bad about coming in, 
but they were strapped." 
' 


BECAUSE THE Salvation Army 


has had a low profile hi the area, 
most of the persons Sperandeo has 
seen have come through referrals 
from doctors, social workers or other 
police departments. 


Those groups now ore referring 


families who will have a tight Christ- 
mas. 


The organization plans to send each 


child of those families _$5 so they can 
buy Christmas gifts.

Taxlcabs arc the only form of pub* 


He transportation some suburban 
communities have, and a Herald sur- 
vey shows taxi service is generally er- 
ratic and unreliable In the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Walts of 30 minutes after a cab has . 


been called are commonplace, the 
survey revealed. 


An exception to the rule of spotty • 


service Is DCS Plaincs, where cabs 
cnmc promptly after each call by a 
Hcrold reporter who did not identify 
his occupation when requesting a cab. 


Service is especially poor in the af- 


ternoon hours and in residential 
neighborhoods.

was recorded in Buffalo Grove and 
Rolling Meadows. Delays from 20 
minutes to 1 hour and 20 minutes 
were found In Buffalo Grove; in Roll- 
Ing Meadows reporters waited from 20 
to SO minutes after calling a cab. 


The survey was conducted by 10 


Herald reporters over a three-day pe- 
riod. Waiting periods ranged from two 
minutes to two hours as reporters 


summoned cabs during morning, af- 
ternoon and evening hours to residen- 
tial neighborhoods, downtown areas 
and outlying shopping districts. 


With the exception of Arlington 


Heights — where delays ranged from 
five minutes to two hours — the num- 
ber of- licensed tcxis in a community 
corresponded with the length of waits. 


In communities with more licensed 


taxis > — such as Mount Prospect 
which has 30 cabs and DCS Plaincs 
which has 20 — service is generally 
fast. Communities with no licensed 
cubs, such as Buffalo Grove and Hoff- 
man Estates, usually have longer de- 
lays. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, with 26 li- 


censed cabs, Is the exception to the 
more-cabs, better-service rule. 


Fares arc set by each community 


and range from SO cents for the first- 
onc-scvcnth mile In Hoffman Estates 
to 70 cents for the first one-seventh 
mile in Arlington Heights, Palatine 
and Schaumburg. 


At least one taxi company execu- 


tive, Tim Vana, co-owner of Martin 
and Palatine A-One Cab companies, 


which service Palatine, DCS Plaincs 
and Rolling Meadows, did not dispute 
The Herald's findings. 


"I'm not surprised it takes so long 


In the Northwest area, especially in 
Rolling Meadows and Palatine," he \ 
said. "Since we lost our lease to oper- 
ate out of the Palatine train depot, we 
are headquartered in DCS Plaines. It's 
just going to take 20 minutes for a cab 
to get from there to Rolling Meadows. 


"Our Des Plaines service is very 


good," Vana-said, "and I try to tell 
people how long a wait It'll be when 
they call. But if it's longer and they 
call us up again what can we do? 
We're caught with our pants down." 


HE ADMITTED his company's ser- 


vice In Palatine and surrounding com- 
munities is inadequate. "We're just 
trying to keep our foot in the door in 
Palatine until we can afford to get ' 
enough cars to service the area prop- 
erly."

Vana had a heated telephone con- 


versation after a reporter waited two- 
hours for a taxi in Arlington Heights 
in which Vana hung up in raid-conver- 
sation. Of that incident, Vana said, "I 


tried to refer the call to another com- 
pany, but it didn't work. I try to be as 
polite as possible, but it really gets 
hectic in there (the dispatching room) 
sometimes." 


Another owner, Jerry Elisco, presi- 


dent of the T&D Cab' Service which 
operates from Elk Grove Village, 
Rosemont and Park Ridge, attributed 
waits.of 30,and 43 minutes to coinci- 
dence. "

"Last week naturally would be the 


week the reporter took the cab," he 
said, "because that week I had one 
driver in the jiospital with a heart at- 
tack and had to let another one go 
because he wasn't doing a good job. 
Usually 15 minutes is the most our 
customers wait. It's just coincidence 
that we had two drivers out last week 
when the reporter rode." 


HOWEVER SOME customers, like 


Mrs. Robert Hutchins of Arlington 
Heights, confirmed The Herald's find- 
ings and contended the problem has 
existed in the area for at least a year. 


In a Nov. 1 letter to The Herald and 


Village Pres. James T. Ryan, Mrs. 
Hutchins, a self-described "steady 


customer" of the Arlington Heights 
City Cab Co., said, "When I called 
Mr. (Robert) Birks (the owner) again 
two weeks ago he said that seven of 
his drivers quit — meaning fewer 
cabs on the road." 


Mrs. Hutchins, who does not drive, 


said she has waited as long as three 
hours for a taxi and has missed beau- 
ty parlor and doctor appointments be- 
cause drivers either were late or nev- 
er arrived. 
• Birks, who also owns Wheeling, 
Prospect and Elk Grove Village cab 
companies, admitted long waits are a 
problem, but said he's pinched by in- 
flation and can't afford enough equip- 
ment to service the area adequately. 


"In ray business I just break even," 


Birks, who also Is president of the Illi- 
nois Cab Assn., said. "I have new 
equipment, including four more cabs, 
coming in, which will cure the situ- 
ation, especially in Arlington Heights. 


"One of my biggest problems Is 


keeping drivers," he said. "They tell 
me they would rather quit and collect 
$80 a week on welfare than drive a 
cab for $250 or $275 a week." 


BIRKS IS supporting a bill now 


pending in the General Assembly 
which would exempt taxi companies 
from paying the 14-cent-per-gallon 
state and federal gasoline tax. 


Of Mrs. Hutchins' complaints, he 


said, "If we're not there within 15 
minutes, she closes her door and re- 
fuses to come out. Then I've wasted a 
driver's time and gas." 


Another complaining customer, an 


elderly woman, recalled the day sev- 
eral weeks ago when she and her dia- 
betic sister were stranded at a shop- 
ping center waiting for an Arlington 
Heights City Cab Co. driver who nev- 
er arrived. 


"I explained to them that she is sick 


and must eat promptly," the woman 
said. "Finally, after waiting an hour 
and a half and making three more 
phone calls to the dispatcher another 
relative came to pick us up. But by 
the time we got home my sister could 
hardly, make it across the parking 
lot."

In addition, they say, tho advanced

forms of strategic defense planning. • 


"Tho technology, in my view, Is out- 


running our ability to keep up with It 
in terms of loophole-free agree- 
ments," said one Pentagon expert. ' 
The Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
"agreement already Is in trouble and 
it's not going to got any better." 


SKEPTICISM ABOUT success of fu- - 


turo SALT-IIko negotiations stems 
from development of a new breed of . 
"spaco-bascd" weapons systems as 
well as the Increased accuracy of nu- 


clear warhead delivery systems and 
improved intelligence and detection 
capabilities. 


The concern Is not universally felt. 


But a number of military and in- 
telligence agency officials Indicated in 
telephone interviews they felt cause 
for at least some alarm about theo- 
retically possible developments.

Most weapons systems of the future 


are now only in research or devel- 
opmental stages. 


The government has given top pri- 


ority to a high-energy laser program.'

"Lots of things are moving with 


considerable speed, and I don't sec 
that we're going to go far In trying to 
stop these technologies," said a De- 
fense Dopt. strategist.

missiles or sophisticated cruise mis- 
siles, they're going to come. 


"My feeling Is that it's already got- 


ten more complicated than our .means 
to control these things. We've already 
got problems and It's getting worse." 


Future deployment of space-based 


weapons systems "Is not a pleasant 


prospect," an intelligence specialist 
said. 


"This Is a harbinger of things to 


. come," he said. "We're up against 


rampaging technology at a time when 
the Soviets have tended to exploit 
loopholes in the existing (SALT) 
ogreemtns." 


Filters hurt smokers more: study 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Some filter 


cigarets, while lower in nicotine and 
tar than nonfiltcr brands, may deliver 
more poisonous gases to the smoker, • 
according to a Reader's Digest study 
released Sunday. 


Rather than testing for tar and nico- 


tine content, a study sponsored by the 
magazine examined 28 brands of ciga- 
rets — including several of the new • 
mild varieties — for hydrogen cya- 
nide, nitrogen oxides and. carbon 
monoxide content. 
. Carbon monoxide is responsible for 
heart disease, the Digest said, and the . 
other two "poison gases" ore associ- 


ated with chronic bronchitis and em- 
physema. 


In test rcsuots published in this 


month's edition, the magazine report- 
ed "some low-tar filter brands, such 
as Merit King and Fact King, put out 
more nitrogen oxides than such high- 
tar cigarets as Camel, Winston Filter 
King and Lucky Strike regular. 


"THE ONLY brands consistently 


low in tar, nicotine and the three 
gases are Now King and Carlton 70," 
it said. 


Cigarets low in tar and. nicotine 


may pose an additional hazard to

Not only arc taxi rides sometimes 


Inconvenient, but The Herald dis- 
covered they can abo be dangerous 
and Illegal. 


A Prospect Cab Co. driver said he 


arrived 35 minutes after being dis- 
patched because he was stopped by a 
Mount Prospect policeman and issued 
a speeding ticket. 


Although every community in the 


area requires at least an annual safe- 
ty inspection of each licensed taxi, 


Don Mozal, a driver for Ace Schaum- 
burg Cab Co., said stronger Inspection 
procedures are needed. 


INSPECTION FORMS often 
are 


signed by attendants at approved ser- 
vice stations without a safety check 
being completed, he said. 


"That's too easy. You can go Into 


one particular inspection area down in 
Schaumburg and for $5 they'll just 
sign the sheet," Mozal said. 


Three times, in Arlington Heights 


and Elk Grove Village, taxi drivers 
violated village ordinances. 


Martin Cab Co., which is not licens-

Taxi! 


Be prepared for a long wait next time you have to call for a cab 


by NANCY GOTLER 


Taxicabs arc (he only form of pub- 


lic transportation some suburban 
communities have, and a Herald sur- 
vey shows taxi service is generally er- 
ratic and unreliable in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Walts of 30 minutes after a cab has 


been called are commonplace, the 
survey revealed. 


An exception to the rule of spotty 
• 


service is DCS Plaincs, where cabs 
came promptly after each call by a 
Herald reporter who did not identify 
his occupation when requesting a cab. 


Service Is especially poor in the af- 


ternoon-, hours and 
In residential 


neighborhoods. 


CONSISTENTLY 
POOR 
service 


was recorded In Buffalo Grove and 
Rolling Meadows. Delays from 20 
minutes to 1 hour and 20 minutes 
were found In Buffalo Grove; in Roll- 
ing Meadows reporters waited from 20 
to 50 minutes after calling a cab. 


The survey was conducted by 10 


Herald reporters over a three-day pe- 
riod. Waiting periods ranged from two 
minutes to two hours as reporters 


summoned cabs during morning, af- 
ternoon and evening hours to residen- 
tial neighborhoods, downtown areas 
and outlying shopping districts. 


With the exception of Arlington 


Heights — where delays ranged from 
five minutes to two hours — the num- 
ber of licensed twcls in a community 
corresponded with the length of waits. 


In communities with more licensed 


taxis — such as Mount Prospect 
which has 30 cabs and DCS Plaincs 
which has 20 — service Is generally 
fast. Communities with no licensed 
cabs, such as Buffalo Grove and Hoff- 
man Estates, usually have longer de- 
lays. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, with 26 li- 


censed cabs, is the exception to the 
more-cabs, better-service rule. 


Fares arc set by each community 


and range from SO cents for the first- 
one-seventh mile in Hoffman Estates 
to 70 cents for the first one-seventh 
mile in Arlington Heights, Palatine 
and Schaumburg. • 


At least one taxi company execu- 


tive, Tim Vana, co-owner of Martin 
and Palatine A-Onc Cab companies. 


which service Palatine, Des Plaines 
and Rolling Meadows, did not dispute 
The Herald's findings. 


"I'm not surprised it takes so long 


in the Northwest area, especially in 
Rolling Meadows and Palatine," he 
said. "Since we lost our lease to oper- 
ate out of the Palatine train depot, we 
are headquartered in Des Plaines. It's 
just going to take 20 minutes for a cab 
to get from there to Rolling Meadows. . 


"Our Des Plaines service is very 


good," Vana said, "and I try to tell 
people how long a wait it'll be when 
they call. But if it's longer and they 
call us up again what can we do? * 
We're caught with our pants down." 


HE ADMITTED his company's ser- 


vice in Palatine and surrounding com- 
munities is inadequate. "We're just 
trying to keep our foot in the door in 
Palatine until we can afford to get • 
enough cars to service the area prop- 
erly." 


Vana had a heated telephone con- 


versation after a reporter waited two- 
hours for a taxi in Arlington Heights 
in which Vana hung up in mid-conver- 
sation. Of that incident, Vana said, "I 


tried to refer the call to another com- 
pany, but it didn't work. I try to be as 
polite as possible, but it really gets 
hectic in there (the dispatching room) 
sometimes." 


Another owner, Jerry Elisco, presi- 


dent of the T&D Cab Service which 
operates; from Elk Grove Village, 
Rosemont and Park Ridge, attributed 
waits of 30 and 43 minutes to coinci- 
dence. ' 


"Last week naturally would be the 


week the reporter took the cab," he 
said, "because that week I had one 
driver in the hospital with a heart at- 
tack and had to let another one go 
because he wasn't doing a good job. 
Usually IS minutes Is the most our 
customers wait. It's just coincidence 
that we had two drivers out last week 
when the reporter rode." 


HOWEVER SOME customers, like 


Mrs. Robert Hutcliins of Arlington 
Heights, confirmed The Herald's find- 
ings and contended the problem has 
existed in the area for at least a year, 


In a Nov. 1 letter to The Herald and 


Village Pres. Jemes T. Ryan, Mrs. 
Hutchins, a self-described "steady 


customer" of the Arlington Heights 
City Cab Co., said, "When I called 
Mr. (Robert) Birks (the owner) again 
two weeks ago he said that seven of 
his drivers quit — meaning fewer 
cabs on the road." 


Mrs. Hutchins, who does not drive, 


said she has waited as long as three 
hours for a taxi and has missed beau- 
ty parlor and doctor appointments be- 
cause drivers either were late or nev- 
er arrived. 


Birks, who also owns Wheeling, 


. Prospect and Elk Grove Village cab 


companies, admitted long waits are a 
problem, but said he's pinched by in- 


• flation and can't afford enough equip- 


ment to service the area adequately. 


"In my business I just break even," 


Birks, who also is president of the Illi- 
nois Cab Assn., said. "I have new 
equipment, including four more cubs, 
coming in, which will cure the situ- 
ation, especially in Arlington Heights. 


"One of my biggest problems is 


keeping drivers," he said. "They tell 
me they would rather quit and collect 
Slid a week on welfare than drive a 
cab for $250 or $275 a week." 


BIRKS IS supporting a bill now 


pending in the General Assembly 
which would exempt taxi companies 
from paying the H-cent-per-gallon 
state and federal gasoline tax. 


Of Mrs. Hutchins' complaints, he 


said, "If we're not there within 15 
minutes, she closes her door and re- 
fuses to come out. Then I've wasted a 
driver's time and gas." 


Another complaining customer, an 


elderly woman, recalled the day sev- 
eral weeks ago when she and her dia- 
betic sister were stranded at a shop- 
ping center waiting for an Arlington 
Heights City Cab Co. driver who nev- 
er arrived. 


"I explained to them that she is sick 


and must eat promptly," the woman 
said. "Finally, after waiting an hour 
and a half and making three more 
phone calls to the dispatcher another 
relative came to pick us up. But by 
the time we got home my sister could 
hardly make it across the parking 
lot."

"Tho technology, In my view, Is out- 


running our ability to keep up with it 
in terms of loophole-free agree- 
mcnts," said one Pentagon expert. 
The Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
"agreement already Is In trouble and 
It's not going to get any bettor." 


.SKEPTICISM ABOUT success of fu- 


ture SALT-Hko negotiations stems 
from development of a new breed of 
"space-based" weapons systems as

siles, they're going to come. 


"My feeling Is that it's already got- 


ten more complicated than our means 
to control these things. We've already 
got problems and It's getting worse." 


Future deployment of space-based 


weapons systems "is not a pleasant 


prospect," an intelligence specialist 
said. 
' "This is a harbinger of things to 
come," he said. "We're up against 
rampaging technology at a time when 
the Soviets have tended to exploit 
loopholes in the existing (SALT) 
agreemtns."

T & D has five taxis licensed for 


operation within Elk Grove Village. 
Company Pres. Jerry Elisco said two 
drivers were sick and not at work 
when the Herald reporter rode his 
cabs, but he gave no explanation for 
using Rosemont rather than Elk 
Grove Village-licensed cabs. 


Village Pres. Charles J. Zettek said 


he will Investigate The Herald's find- 
ings. "It is something that disturbs 
me. There arc rules and they should 
have to follow them like everybody 
else," he said. 


DEPUTY POLICE Chief William 


Kohnke said cabs in violation will be 
stopped, If seen. "At best it's difficult 
to enforce such a law," he said. 


Kohnke said the police have to rely

', Carbon, monoxide is responsible for 
heart disease, the Digest said, and the

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Taxi! 


Be prepared for a long wait next time you have to call for a cab

Tuxlcnbs arc the only form of pub- 


lic transportation some suburban 
communities have, and a Herald sur- 
vey shows taxi service is generally er- 
ratic and unreliable in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Wails of 30 minutes after a cab has 


been .called are commonplace, the 
survey revealed. 


An exception to the rule of spotty 


service Is DCS Plaincs, where cabs 
came promptly after each call by n 
Herald reporter who did not identify 
his occupation when requesting a cob. 


Service is especially poor in the af- 


ternoon, hours and In residential 
neighborhoods. 


CONSISTENTLY 
POOR 
service 


was recorded In Buffalo Grove and 
Dolling Meadows. Delays from 20 
minutes to 1 hour and 20 minutes 
were found In Buffalo Grove; in Roll- 
ing Meadows reporters waited from 20 
to 50 minutes after calling a cab. 


The survey was conducted by 10 


Herald reporters over a three-day pe- 
riod. Waiting periods ranged from two 
minutes to two hours ns reporters 


summoned cabs during morning, af- 
ternoon and evening hours to residen- 
tial neighborhoods, downtown' areas 
and outlying shopping districts. 


With the exception of Arlington 


Heights — where delays ranged.from 
five minutes to two hours — the num- 
ber of licensed tads in a community 
corresponded with the length of waits. 


In communities with more licensed 


taxis — such as Mount Prospect 
which has 30 cabs and Des Plaines 
which has 20 — service is generally 
fast. Communities with no licensed 
cabs, such as Buffalo Grove and Hoff- 
man Estates, usually have longer de- 
lays. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, with 26 li- 


censed cabs, is the exception to the 
more-cabs, better-service rule. 


Fares are set by each community 


and range from 50 cents for the first- 
one-seventh mile in Hoffman Estates 
to 70 cents for the first one-seventh 
mile In Arlington Heights, Palatine 
and Schaumburg. 


At least one taxi company execu- 


tive, Tim Vana, co-owner of Martin 
and Palatine A-One Cab companies, 


which service Palatine, Des Plaines 
and Rolling Meadows, did not dispute 
The Herald's findings. 


"I'm not surprised it takes so long 


in the Northwest area, especially in 
Rolling Meadows and Palatine," he 
said. "Since we lost our lease to oper- 
ate out of the Palatine train depot, we 
are headquartered in Des Plaines. It's 
Just going to take 20 minutes for a cab 
to get from there to Rolling Meadows. 


"Our Des Plaines service Is very 


good," Vana said, "and I try to tell 
people how long a wait it'll be when 
they call. But if it's longer and they 
call us up again what can we do? 
We're caught with our pants down." 


HE ADMITTED his company's ser- 


vice In Palatine and surrounding com- 
munities is inadequate. "We're just 
trying to keep our foot in the door in 
Palatine until we can afford to get 
enough cars to service the area prop- 
erly." 


Vana had a heated telephone con- 


versation after a reporter waited two- 
hours for a taxi in Arlington Heights 
in which Vana hung up in mid-conver- 
sation. Of that incident, Vana said, "I 


tried to refer the call to another com- 
pany, but it didn't work. I try to be as 
polite as possible, but it really gets 
hectic in there (the dispatching room) 
sometimes." 


Another owner, Jerry Elisco, presi- 


dent of the T&D Cab Service which 
operates from Elk Grove Village, 
Rosemont and Park Ridge, attributed 
waits of 30 and 43 minutes to coinci- 
dence. 


"Last week naturally would be the 


week the reporter took the cab," he 
said, "because that week I had one 
driver in the hospital with a heart at- 
tack and had to let another one go 
because he wasn't doing a good job. 
Usually 15 minutes is the most our 
customers wait. It's just coincidence 
that we had two drivers out last week 
when the reporter rode." 
' HOWEVER SOME customers, like 
Mrs. Robert Hutchins of Arlington 
Heights, confirmed The Herald's find- 
ings and contended the problem has 
existed in the area for at least a year. 


In a,Nov. 1 letter to The Herald and 


Village Pres. James T. Ryan, Mrs. 
Hutchins, a self-described "steady 


customer" of the Arlington Heights 
City Cab Co., said, "When I called 
Mr. (Robert) Blrks (the owner) again 
two weeks ago he said that seven of 
his drivers quit — meaning fewer 
cabs on the road." 


Mrs. Hutchins, who does not drive, 


said she has waited as long as three 
hours for a taxi and has missed beau- 
ty parlor and doctor appointments be- 
cause drivers either were late or nev- 
er arrived. 


Birks, who also owns Wheeling, 


Prospect and Elk Grove Village cab 
companies, admitted long waits are a 
problem, but said he's pinched by in- 
flation and can't afford enough equip- 
ment to service the area adequately. 


"In my business I just break even," 


Blrks, who also is president of the Illi- 
nois Cab Assn., said. "I have new 
equipment, including four more cabs, 
coming in, which will cure the situ- 
ation, especially in Arlington Heights. 


"One of my biggest problems is 


keeping drivers," he said. "They tell 
me they would rather quit and collect 
$80 a week on welfare than drive a 
cab for $250 or $275 a week." 


BIRKS IS supporting a bill now 


pending in the General Assembly 
which would exempt taxi companies 
from paying the 14-cent-per-gallon 
state and federal gasoline tax. 


Of Mrs. Hutchins' complaints, he 


said, "If we're not there within 15 
minutes, she closes her door and re- 
fuses to come out. Then I've wasted a 
driver's lime and gas." 


Another complaining customer, an 


elderly woman, recalled the day sev- 
eral weeks ago when she and her dia- 
betic sister were stranded at a shop- 
ping center waiting for an Arlington 
Heights City Cab Co. driver who nev- 
er arrived. 


"I explained to them that she is sick 


and must eat promptly," the woman 
said. "Finally, after waiting an hour 
and a half and making three more 
phone calls to the dispatcher another 
relative came to pick us up. But by 
the time we got home my sister could 
hardly make it across the parking 
lot."

Rampaging technology alarms 
officials 


Future weapons may spell doom

Somo Pentagon and Intelligence 


community officials, alarmpd by what 
they term "rampaging technology," 
arc warning that advanced weapons 
systems of the. future could spell 
doom for efforts to control the strate- 
gic arms race. 


Knowledgeable sources say losers 


and a range of other high-technology 
weapons now being developed would 
make arms limitations talks "virtual- 
ly impossible" by precluding any fea- 
sible way to check compliance. 


In addition, they say, the advanced 


weapons would 
defy 
conventional 


forms of strategic defense planning. 


"The technology, in my view, is out- 


running our ability to keep up with It 
in terms of loophole-free agree- 
ments," Bold one Pentagon expert. 
Tho Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
"agreement already is in trouble and 
it's not going to get any better." 


SKEPTICISM ABOUT success of fu- 


ture SALT-IIke negotiations stems 
from development of a new breed of 
"space-based" weapons. systems as 
woll as the increased accuracy of nu- 


clear warhead deUvcry systems and 
improved intelligence and detection 
capabilities. 


The concern is not universally felt. 


But a number of military and in- 
telligence agency officials indicated in 
telephone interviews they felt cause 
for at least some alarm about theo- 
retically possible developments. 


Most weapons systems of the future 


are now only In research or devel- 
opmental stages. • 


The government has given top pri- 


ority to a high-energy loser program. 
But military and scientific experts 
agree prospects for remote laser 
warfare in space, Isolated from the 
general public, are years away. 


INSIDERS GENERALLY agreed a, 


complete rethinking in conventional 
military and arms control planning 
will be necessary to cope with emerg- 
ing military technologies. 


"Lots of things are moving with 


considerable speed, and I don't see 
that we're going to go far In trying to 
stop these,technologies," said a De- 
fense Dept. strategist. "One has to 
plan on the assumption that, whether 
it's high-energy lasers, high-accuracy 


missiles or sophisticated cruise mis- 
siles, they're going to come. 


"My feeling is that It's already got- 


ten more complicated than our means 
to control these things. We've already 
got problems and It's getting worse." 


Future deployment of space-based 


weapons systems "is not a pleasant 


prospect," an intelligence specialist 
said. 


"This is a harbinger of things to 


come," he said. "We're up against 
rampaging technology at a time when 
the Soviets have tended to exploit 
loopholes in the existing (SALT) 
agreemtns." 


Filters hurt smokers more: study 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Some filter 


clgarets, while lower in nicotine and 
tar than nonfilter brands, may deliver 
more poisonous gases to the smoker, 
according to a Reader's Digest study 


v released Sunday. 


Rather than testing for tar and nico- 


tine content, a study sponsored by the 
magazine examined 28 brands of clga- 
rets — including several of the new 
mild varieties — for, hydrogen cya- 
nide, nitrogen oxides and carbon 
monoxide content. 


Carbon monoxide Is responsible for 


heart disease, the Digest said, and the 
other two "poison gases" are associ- 


ated with chronic bronchitis and em- 
physema. 


In test resuots published in this 


month's edition, the magazine report- 
ed "some low-tar filter brands, such 
as Merit King and Fact King, put out 
more nitrogen oxides than such high- 
tar clgarets as Camel, Winston Filter 
King and Lucky Strike regular. 


"THE ONLY brands consistently 


low in tar,' nicotine and the three 
gases are Now King and Carlton 70," 
it said. 


Cigarets low in tar and nicotine 


may pose an additional hazard to

patched because he was stopped by a 
Mount Prospect policeman and Issued 
a speeding ticket. 


Although every community In the 


area requires at least an annual safe- 
ty Inspection of each licensed taxi, 


Don Mozal, a driver for Ace Schaum- 
burg Cab Co., sold stronger inspection 
procedures arc needed. 


INSPECTION FORMS often are 


signed by attendants at approved ser- 
vice stations without a safety check 
being completed, he said. 


"That's too easy. You can go into 


one particular Inspection area down In 
Schaumburg and for $5 they'll just 
sip the sheet," Mozal sold. 


Three times, in Arlington Heights 


and Elk Grove Village, taxi drivers 
violated village ordinances. 


Martin Cab Co., which Is not licens- 


ed in Arlington Heights, is prohibited 
from picking up customers there. Yet 
a reporter's request for a ride was 
honored. 


AND TWICE in Elk Grove Village a 


reporter was picked up and dropped 
off within village limits by a T&D Cab 
Service taxi dispatched from Rose- 
mont and not licensed in the village, 
which violated an ordinance. Owner 
Elisco blamed the illegal rides on 
shorthandedness. 


C o m p a n y owners interviewed 


agreed that improved service will be 
difficult without help, either from the 
state or communities. 


"We want to stay in business for 


ourselves and aren't asking for gov- 
ernment subsidies," Blrks said. "But 
I work IS hours a day and just break 
even. We try to provide the best ser- 
vice we can. People just have to un- 
derstand that."

Bygone beauty of track 
to be partially restored

Most of the men wearing suspen- 


ders and white straw hats and the 


> women In tight curls and bonnets who 
spent lazy summer afternoons 40 
years ago watching races at Arlington 
Park Race Track have died. 


And with them went the elegance of 


what some say once was the most 
beautiful race track in the country. 


T«.e «r»<Mi<red ihr"h«. tree-lined 


brick walkways and well-manicured 
lawns have oeen replaced with con- 
crete and cars, 
x . 


LAND .THAT once served as ex- 


ercise rings for some of racing's most 
famous thoroughbreds and as a play- 
ground for Chicago's wealthy has 
been paved, its history all but forgot- 
ten. 


But Joseph Joyce, chairman of the 


board and senior vice president of 
Madison Square Garden Corp., which 
bought the track in 1970, hasn't forgot- 
ten the past. ~ 


He has launched a one-man cam- 


paign to restore at least partially the 
grounds to their former beauty in 
time for the track's 50h anniversary 
next year. • 


"I look at pictures of how Arlington 


Park used to be and could just cry." 
Joyce said. "At one time it was pretty 
near the prettiest track in America." 


To help bring back some of that 


beauty, Joyce last month had 200 18-to 
20-foot silver maples planted along the 
backstrctch. New white fences and 
shrubbery will be added as part of 
this year's $1.4 million capital im- 
provement plan. 
, 


DOZENS OF trees, some 50 feet 


high and decades old, were cut down 
in the 1960s to allow expansion of the 
parking lot. 


"Thrt was such a shame," Joyce 


said. "It takes 15 minutes to cut down 
a tree, but 50 years for it to grow. We - 
(Madison Square Garden Corp.) feel 


that because we own more than 300 
acres here we have an obligation to 
the community to make it look its 
best." 


The race track once surrounded a 


polo field wih a pond at either end 
and the grounds Included tennis 
courts and outdoor cafe-style dining. 


NOW THE handful of large trees 


left are in the paddock area, where 
horses are prepared before a race. 
And although there is a restaurant, 
most refreshments are served at con- 
cession stands. 


Next year will be a special one for 


the race track, Joyce said, as unique 
races and July 4 and Labor Day cele- 
brations are planned. 


"We might do a little more this 


year because It's our 50th anniversa- 
ry," he said, "but these improve- 
ments are something we would have. 
done anyway. We like to go first 
class."

Her doctor said she needed them to 


prevent a dangerous blood clot from 
forming in her leg.

THE DOCTOR called Oct. Sgt. Ron- 


ald Spcrandco of the Hoffman Estates 
Police Dcpt. He's associated with tho 
Salvation Army, and through the or- 
ganization he arranged to pay for the 
stockings. 


Tho organization also found her hus- 


band a Job with the Schaumburg Pork 
District. 


Tho Salvation Army has existed in 


Schaumburg Township for a number 
of years. But, Spcrandco says, It has 
been dormant for most of that time. 


"It's been out here for somo time, 


but nobody's really made use of it," 
ho says. 


AtlOlTT FOUR months ago, an offi- 


cial from tho organization's Chicago 
office followed up to sec why Its pro- 
grams weren't being used. 


Spcrandco, Lt. Robert Manning of 


tho Hoffman Estates Police Dcpt. and 
o t h e r s joined the organization's 
Schaumburg Township board, and the 
Salvation Army has reawakened. 


Basically, the Salvation Army's 


range of programs Is to fill In the 
gaps where people In need cannot find 
help elsewhere. 


"It's a short-term thing to help 


theso people with their Immediate 
needs," Spcrandeo says. "Most of the 


aid-type programs I've found, there's 
been nothing for now. It's like, 'We'll 
send In the forms and get back to 
you.'" 


AS AN EXAMPLE, he points out a 


young mother of two. Her husband 
left In UK: middle of the night, and she 


\ was left with a landlord demanding 
the rent. 


Tho Salvation Army came up with 


the money to pay It. 


Or there was the man who moved to 


the area from Oklahoma. He found a 
place to live and got a job. But then 
he found out his first paycheck would 
be held a couple of weeks, and he was 
left with $2 in his pocket for food until 
he received his check. 


Hie Salvation Army gave him a 


voucher to buy enough groceries to 
last until he received the paycheck. 


"I've not really run Into anyone who 


looked like he was going to be a long- 
range problem," Sperandeo said. 
"They were people who needed it 
now. They felt bad about coming in, 
but they were strapped." 


BECAUSE THE Salvation Army 


has had a low profile In the area, 
most of the persons Sperandeo has 
seen have come through referrals 
from doctors, social workers or other 
police departments. 


Those groups now arc • referring 


families who will have a tight Christ- 
mas. 


The organization plans to send each 


child of those families $5 so they can 
buy Christmas gifts. 


"It's just to make Christmas what 


it's supposed to be," Spcrandco says, 
"a happy time."

Taxi! 


Be prepared for a long wait next time you have to call for a cab 


, by NANCY GOTLEIt 


Taxlcobs arc the only form of pub- 


lic transportation some suburban 
communities have, and a Herald sur- 
vey shows taxi service Is generally er- 
ratic and unreliable in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Waits of 30 minutes after a cab has 


been called arc commonplace, the 
survey revealed. 


An exception to the rule of spotty 


service Is DCS Plalncs, where cabs 
came promptly after each call by a 
Herald reporter who did not Identify 
his occupation when requesting n cab. 


Service is especially poor In the af- 


ternoon hours and In residential 
neighborhoods. 


CONSISTENTLY 
I'OOK 
service 


was recorded in Buffalo Grove and 
Rolling Meadows. Delays from 20 
minutes to I hour and 20 minutes 
were found in Buffalo Grave; In Roll- 
Ing Meadows reporters waited from 20 
to 50 minutes after calling a cab. 


The survey was conducted by 10 


Herald reporters over a three-day pe- 
riod. Waiting periods ranged from two 
minutes lo two hours as reporters 


summoned cabs during morning, af- 
ternoon and evening hours to residen- 
tial neighborhoods, downtown areas 
and outlying shopping districts. 


With the exception of Arlington 


Heights — where delays ranged from 
five minutes to two hours — the num- 
ber of licensed taxis in a community . 
corresponded with the length of waits. 


In communities with more licensed 


taxis — such as Mount Prospect 
which has 30 cabs and DCS Plaines 
which has 20 — service is generally 
fast. Communities with no licensed 
cabs, such as Buffalo Grove and Hoff- 
man Estates, usually have longer de- 
lays. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, with 26 li- 


censed cabs, is the exception to the 
more-cabs, better-service rule. 


Fares arc set by each community, 


and range from 50 cents for the first- 
one-seventh mile in Hoffman Estates 
to 70 cents for the first one-seventh 
mile In Arlington Heights, Palatine 
and Schaumburg. 


At least one taxi company execu- 


tive, Tim Vana, co-owner of Martin 
and Palatine A-One Cab companies, 


which service Palatine, Des Plaines 
and Rolling Meadows, did not dispute 
The Herald's findings. 


"I'm not surprised it takes so long 


in the Northwest area, especially in 
Rolling Meadows and Palatine," he 
said. "Since we lost our lease to oper- 
ate out of the Palatine train depot, we 
are headquartered in Des Plaines. It's 
just going to take 20 minutes for a cab 
to get from there to Rolling Meadows. 


"Our Des Plaines service is very 


good," Vana said, "and I try to tell 
people how long a wait It'll be when 
they call. But if it's longer and they 
call us up again what can we do? 
We're caught with our pants down." 


HE ADMITTED his company's ser- 


vice in Palatine and surrounding com- 
munities is inadequate. "We're just 
trying to keep our foot in the door in 
Palatine until we can afford to get 
enough cars to service the area prop- 
erly." 


Vana had a heated telephone con- 


versation after a reporter waited two- 
hours for a taxi in Arlington Heights 
In which Vana hung up In mid-conver- 
sation. Of that incident, Vana said, "I 


tried to refer the call to another com- 
pany, but it didn't work. I try to be as 
polite as possible, but it really gets 
hectic in there (the dispatching room) 
sometimes." 


Another owner, Jerry Elisco, presi- 


dent of the T&D Cab Service which 
operates from Elk Grove Village, 
Rosemont and Park Ridge, attributed 
waits of 30 and 43 minutes to coinci- 
dence. 


"Last week naturally would be the 


week the reporter took the cab," he 
said, "because that week I had one 
driver in the hospital with a heart at- 
tack and had to let another one go 
because he wasn't doing a good job. 
Usually 15 minutes is the most our 
customers wait. It's just coincidence 
that we had two drivers out last week 
when the reporter rode." 


HOWEVER SOME customers, like 


Mrs. Robert Hutchins of Arlington 
Heights, confirmed The Herald's find- 
Ings and contended the problem has 
existed in the area for at least a year. 


In a Nov. 1 letter to The Herald and 


Village Pres. James T. Ryan, Mrs. 
Hutchins, a self-described "steady 


customer" of the Arlington Heights 
City Cab Co., said, "When I called 
Mr. (Robert) Birks (the owner) again 
two weeks ago he said that seven of 
his drivers quit — meaning fewer 
. cabs on the road." 


Mrs. Hutchins, who does not drive, 


said she has waited as long as three 
hours for a taxi and has missed beau- 
ty parlor and doctor appointments be- 
cause drivers either were late or nev- 
er arrived. 


Birks, who also owns Wheeling, 


Prospect and Elk Grove Village cab 
.companies, admitted long waits a*c a 
problem, but said he's pinched r; in- 
flation and can't afford enough equip- 
ment to service the area adequately. 


"In my business I just break even," 


Birks, who also Is president of the Illi- 
nois Cab Assn., said. "I have new 
equipment, including four more cabs, 
coming in, which will cure the situ- 
ation, especially in Arlington Heights. 


"One of my biggest problems is 


keeping drivers," he said. "They tell 
me they would rather quit and collect 
$80 a week o'n welfare than drive a 
cab for $250 or $275 a week." 


BIRKS IS supporting a bill now 


pending in the General 
Assembly 


which would exempt taxi companies 
from paying the 14-cent-pcr-gallon 
state and federal gasoline tax. 


Of Mrs. Hutchins' complaints, he 


said, "If we're not there within 15 
minutes, she closes her door and re- 
fuses to come out. Then I've wasted a 
driver's time and gas." 


Another complaining customer, an 


elderly woman, recalled the day sev- 
eral weeks ago when she and her dia- 
betic sister were stranded at a shop- 
ping center waiting for an Arlington 
-Heights City Cab Co. driver who nev- 
er arrived. 


"I explained to them that she is sick 
vand must eat promptly," the woman 
said. "Finally, after waiting an hour 
and a half and making three more 
phone calls to the dispatcher another 
relative came to pick us up. But by 
the time we got home my sister could 
hardly make it across the parking 
lot."

Some Pentagon and Intelligence 


community officials, alarmed by what 
they term "rampaging technology," 
are warning that advanced weapons 
systems of the future could spell 
doom for efforts to control the strate- 
gic arms race. 


Knowledgeable sources'say lasers • 


and a range of other high-technology' 
weapons now being developed would 
make arms limitations talks "virtual- 
ly Impossible" by precluding any fea- 
sible way to check compliance. 
• In addition, they say, the advanced 
weapons would defy 
conventional 


forms of strategic defense planning. 


"Tho technology, in my view, is out- 


running our ability to keep up with it 
In terms of loophole-free agree- 
ments," said ono Pentagon expert. 
Tho Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
"agreement already is In trouble and 
it's not going to get any better." 


SKEPTICISM ABOUT success of fu- 


ture SALT-llkc negotiations stems 
from development of a new breed of 
"space-based" weapons systems as 
well os the increased accuracy of nu- 


clear warhead delivery systems and 
improved intelligence and detection 
capabilities. 


Tho concern is not universally felt. 


'But a number of military and In- 
• tclligence agency officials indicated in 
telephone interviews they felt cause 
for at least some qlarm about'theo- 
retically possible developments. 


Most weapons systems of the future 


are now only in research or 'devel- 
opmental stages, 


The government has given top pri- 


ority to a high-energy laser program. 
But military and scientific experts 
agree prospects .for remote laser 
warfare in space, isolated from the 
general public, are years away. 


INSIDERS GENERALLY agreed a 


complete rethinking in conventional 
military and arms control planning 
will bo necessary to cope with emerg- 
' ing military technologies. 
• "Lots of things are moving with 
considerable speed, and I don't see 
that we're going to go far in trying to 
stop these technologies," said a De- 
fense Dept. strategist. "One has to 
plan on the assumption that, whether 
it's high-energy lasers, high-accuracy 


missiles or sophisticated cruise mis- 
siles, they're going to come. 


"My feeling is that it's already got- 


ten more complicated than our means 
to control these things. We've already 
got problems and It's getting worse." 


Future deployment of space-based 


weapons systems "is not 'a pleasant 


prospect," an Intelligence specialist 
said. 


"This is a harbinger of things to 


come," he sold. "We're up against 
rampaging technology at a time when 
the Soviets have tended to exploit 
loopholes in the existing (SALT) 
agreemtns." 


Filters hurt smokers more: study 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Some filter 


cigarets, while lower in nicotine and 
tar than nonfilter brands, may deliver < 
more poisonous gases to the smoker, 
according to a Reader's Digest study 
released Sunday. 
' 
- 


Rather than testing for tar and nico- 


tine content, a study sponsored by the 
magazine examined 28 brands of ciga- 
rets — including several of the new 
mild varieties — for hydrogen cya- 
nide, nitrogen oxides end carbon 
monoxide content. 
•-Carbon monoxide is responsible for 
heart disease, the Digest said, and the 
other two "poison gases" are associ- 


ated with chronic bronchitis and em- 
physema. 


In test rcsuots published in this 


month's edition, the magazine report- 
ed "some low-tar filter brands, such 
as Merit King and Fact King, put out 
more nitrogen oxides than such high- 
tar cigarets as Camel, Winston Filter 
King and Lucky Strike regular. 


"THE ONLY brands consistently 


low in tar, nicotine and the three 
gases are Now King and Carlton 70," 
it said. 


Clgareta low In tar and nicotine 


may pose an additional hazard to

visit to Capitol Hill a week ago. The 
club members wero gracious and over 
so curious.

• A Prospect Cab Co. driver said he 
arrived 35 minutes after being dis- 
patched because he was stopped by a 
Mount Prospect policeman and issued 
a speeding ticket. 


Although every community in the 


area requires at least an annual safe- 
ty inspection of each licensed taxi, 
Don Mozal, a driver for Ace Schaum- 
burg Cab Co., said stronger inspection 
procedures are needed. 


INSPECTION FORMS often 
are 


signed by attendants at approved ser- 
vice stations without a safety check 
being completed, he said. 


"That's too easy. You can go into 


one particular inspection area down in 
Schaumburg and for $5 they'll just 
sign the sheet," Mozal said. 


Three times; in Arlington Heights 


and Elk Grove Village, taxi drivers 
violated village ordinances. 


Martin Cab Co., which is not licens- 


ed in Arlington Heights, is prohibited 
from picking up customers there. Yet 
a reporter's request for a ride was 
honored. 


AND TWICE in Elk Grove Village a 


reporter was picked up and dropped 
off within village limits by a T&D Cab 
Service taxi dispatched from Rose- 
mont and not licensed in the village, 
which violated an ordinance. Owner 


Elisco blamed the illegal rides on 
shorthandedness.

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Taxi! 


Be prepared for a long wait next time you have to call for a cab

Toxlcabs arc the only form of pub- 


lic transportation some suburban 
communities have, and a Herald sur- 
vey shows taxi service Is generally er- 
ratic'and unreliable in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Walls of 30 minutes after a cab has 


been called are commonplace, the 
survey revealed. 


An exception to the rule of spotty 


service is DCS Plaincs, where cabs 
came promptly after each call by a 
Herald reporter who did not identify 
his occupation when requesting a cab. 


Service is especially poor in the af- 


ternoon hours and in residential 
neighborhoods. 


CONSISTENTLY 
POOH 
service 


was recorded in Buffalo Grove and 
Rolling Meadows. Delays from 20 
minutes to 1 hour and 20 minutes 
were found in Buffalo Grove; In Roll- 
Ing Meadows reporters waited from 20 
lo SO minutes after calling n cab. 


Tho survey was conducted by 10 


Herald reporters over a three-day pe- 
riod. Waiting periods ranged from two 
minutes to two hours as reporters 


summoned cabs .during morning, af- 
ternoon and evening hours to residen- 
tial neighborhoods, downtown areas 
and outlying shopping districts. 


With the exception of Arlington 


Heights — where delays ranged from 
five minutes to two hours — the num- 
ber of licensed taxis in a community 
corresponded with the length of waits. 


In communities with more licensed 


taxis — such as Mount Prospect 
which has 30 cabs and DCS Plaincs 
which has 20 — service is generally 
fast. Communities with no licensed 
cnbs, such as Buffalo Grove and Hoff- 
man Estates, usually have longer de- 
lays. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, with 26 li- 


censed cabs, is the exception to the 
more-cabs, better-service rule. 


Fares are set by each community 


and range from 50 cents for the first- 
onc-scvcnth mile in Hoffman Estates 
to 70 cents for the first one-seventh 
mile In Arlington Heights, Palatine 
and Schaumburg. 


At least one taxi company execu- 


tive, Tim Vana, co-owner of Martin 
and Palatine A-One Cab companies, 


which service Palatine, DCS Plaines 
and Rolling Meadows, did not dispute 
The Herald's findings. 


"I'm not surprised it takes so long 


in the Northwest area, especially in 
Rolling Meadows and Palatine," he 
said. "Since we lost our lease to oper- 
ate out of the Palatine train depot, we 
are headquartered in DCS Plaines. It's 
just going to take 20 minutes for a cab 
to get from there to Rolling Meadows. 


"Our DCS Plaines service Is very 


good," Vana said, "and I try to tell 
people how long a wait it'll be when 
they call. But if it's longer and they 
call us up again what can we do? 
We're caught with our pants down." 


HE ADMITTED his company's ser- 


vice in Palatine and surrounding com- 
munities is inadequate. "We're just 
trying to keep our foot in the door in 
Palatine until we can afford lo get 
enough cars to service the area prop- 
erly." 


Vana had a heated telephone con- 


versation after a reporter waited two- 
hours for a taxi in Arlington Heights 
in which Vana hung up in mid-conver- 
sation. Of that incident, Vana said, "I 


tried lo refer the call to another com- 
pany, but it didn't work. I try to be as 
polite as possible, but It really gets 
hectic in there (the dispatching room) 
sometimes." 


Another owner, Jerry Elisco, presi- 


dent of the T&D Cab Service which 
operates from Elk Grove Village, 
Rosemont and Park Ridge, attributed 
waits of 30 and 43 minutes to coinci- 
dence. 


"Last week naturally would be the 


week the reporter took the cab," he 
said, "because that week I had one 
driver in the hospital with a heart at- 
tack and had to let another one go 
because he wasn't doing a good job. 
Usually 15 minutes is the most our 
customers wait. It's just coincidence 
that we had two drivers out last week 
when the reporter rode." 


HOWEVER ,SOME customers, like 


Mrs. Robert Hutchins of Arlington 
Heights, confirmed The Herald's find- 
ings and contended the problem has 
existed in the area for at least a year. 


In a Nov. 1 letter to The Herald and 


Village Pros. James T. Ryan, Mrs. 
Hutchins, a self-described "steady 


customer" of the Arlington Heights 
City Cab Co., said, "When I called 
Mr. (Robert) Birks (the owner) again 
two weeks ago he said that seven of 
his drivers quit — meaning fewer 
cabs on the road." 


Mrs. Hutchins, who does not drive, 


said she has waited as long as three 
hours for a taxi and has missed beau- 
ty parlor and doctor appointments be- 
cause drivers either were late or nev- 
er arrived. 


Birks, who also owns Wheeling, 


Prospect and Elk Grove Village cab 
companies, admitted long waits are a 
problem, but said he's pinched by in- 
flation and can't afford enough equip- 
ment to service the area adequately. 


"In my business I just break even," 


Birks, who also is president of the Illi- 
nois Cab Assn., said. "I have new 
equipment, Including four more cabs, 
coming in, which will cure the situ- 
ation, especially in Arlington Heights. . 


"One of my biggest problems is 


keeping drivers," he said. "They tell 
me they would rather quit and collect 
$80 a week on welfare than drive a 
cab for $250 or $275 a week." 


BIRKS IS supporting a bill now 


pending in the General Assembly 
which would exempt taxi companies 
from paying the H-cent-per-gallon 
state and federal gasoline tax. 


Of Mrs. Hutchins' complaints, he 


said, "If we're not there within 15 
minutes, she closes her door and re- 
fuses to come out. Then I've wasted a 
driver's time and gas." 


Another complaining customer, an 


elderly woman, recalled the day sev- 
eral weeks ago when she and her dia- 
betic sister were stranded at a shop- 
ping center waiting for an Arlington 
Heights City Cab Co. driver who nev- 
er arrived. 


"I explained to them that she is sick 


and must eat promptly," the woman 
said. "Finally, after waiting an hour 
and a half and making three more 
phone calls to the dispatcher another 
relative came to pick us up. But by 
the time we got home my sister could 
hardly make it across the parking 
lot." 


ANOTHER HERALD staff writer,

Rampaging technology alarms 
officials 


Future weapons may spell doom

Some Pentagon and intelligence 


community officials, alarmed by what 
they term "rampaging technology," 
are warning that .advanced weapons 
systems of the future could spell 
doom for efforts to control the strate- 
gic arms race. 


Knowledgeable sources say lasers 


and a range of other high-technology 
weapons now being developed would 
make arms limitations talks "virtual- 
ly impossible" by precluding any fea- 
sible way to check compliance. 


In addition, they say, the advanced 


weapons would 
defy conventional 


forms of strategic defense planning. 


"The technology, in my view, is out* 


running our ability to keep up with It 
In terms of loophole-free agree- 
mcnls," said one Pentagon expert. 
The Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
"agrjement already Is In trouble and 
UVt not going to get any better." 


SKEPTICISM ABOUT success of fu- 


ture SALT-liko negotiations stems 
from development of a now breed of 
"space-based" weapons systems as 
well as the Increased accuracy of nu- 


clear warhead delivery systems and 
improved intelligence and detection 
capabilities. 


The concern Is not universally felt. 


But a number of military and in- 
telligence agency officials indicated'In 
telephone interviews they felt cause 
for at least some alarm about theo- 
retically possible developments. 
• 


Most weapons systems of the future 


are now only in research or devel- 
opmontal'stages. 


Tho government has given top pri- 


ority to a high-energy laser program. 
But military and scientific experts 
agree prospects for remote laser 
warfare In space, isolated from the 
general public, are years away. 


INSIDERS GENERALLY agreed a 


complete rethinking In conventional 
military and arms control planning 
will be necessary to cope with emerg- 
ing military technologies. 
. "Lots of things are moving with 
considerable speed, and I don't see 
that we're going to go far in trying to 
stop these technologies," said a De- 
fense Dept. strategist. "One has to 
plan on the assumption tbat, whether 
It's high-energy lasers, hlih-accuracy 


missiles or sophisticated cruise mis- 
siles, they're going to come. 


"My feeling is that it's already got- 


ten more complicated than our means 
to. control these things. We've already 
got problems and it's getting worse." 


Future deployment of space-based 


weapons systems "is not a pleasant 


prospect," an intelligence specialist 
said. 


"This is a harbinger of things to 


come," he said. "We're up against 
rampaging technology at a time when 
the Soviets have tended to exploit 
loopholes in the existing (SALT) 
agreemtns." 


Filters hurt smokers more: study 


' WASHINGTON (UPI) - Some filter 
cigarets, while lower in nicotine and 
tar than nonfilter brands, may deliver 
more poisonous gases to the smoker, 
according to a Reader's Digest study 
released Sunday. 


Rather than testing for tar and nico- 


tine content, a study sponsored by the 
magazine examined 28 brands of ciga- 
rets — including several of the new 
mild varieties — for hydrogen cya- 
nide, nitrogen oxides' and carbon 
monoxide content. 


Carbon monoxide is responsible for 


heart disease, the Digest said, and the 
other two "poison gases" are associ- 


ated with chronic bronchitis and em- 
physema. 


In test resuots published in this 


month's edition, the magazine report- 
ed "some low-tar filter brands, such 
as Merit King and Fact King,' put out 
more nitrogen oxides than such high- 
tar cigarets as Camel, Winston Filter 
King and Lucky Strike regular. • 


"THE ONLY brands consistently 


low in tar, nicotine and the three 
gases are Now King and Carlton 70," 
it said. 


Cigarets low in tar and nicotine 


may pose an additional hazard to

Merchants seek 
end to meters 
at parking island

A recommendation to allow free 


two-hour parking for shoppers at the 
Palatine Transportation Center, Col- 
fax and Smith streets, could not be 
coming at a better time, businessmen 
there say. 


Merchants and businessmen at the 


shopping center petitioned the village 
board last week to remove the two- 
hour metered parking which exists on 
the north end of the shopper parking 
island because they said it is driving 
away customers. The south side of the 
parking island has two-hour free park- 
ing. 


Responding to merchants' 
com- 


plaints, the streets and traffic com- 
mittee last week voted to recommend 
the meters be removed and that two- 
hour free parking be extended to both 
sides of the island. 


THE COMMITTEE recommenda- 


tion will be forwarded to the village 
board for action next month in time 
for the holiday shopping season. 


Merchants said part of the con- 


fusion with the parking situation is a 
lack of signs to explain which side is 
free and which requires money in the 
meters. They said the meters are situ- 
ated in such a way that drivers cannot 
tell which side of the island the me- 
ters serve. 


"It's very confusing for the custom- 


ers," Bill Belmonte, agent at State 
Farm Insurance, said. "I've seen 
people park on the free side and put 
money in the meters because they see 
the meters there. We've had a lot of 
complaints about it and I think they 
should either have meters on both 
sides or have it all free." 


Metered parking existed on both 


sides of the island until last year when 
the village agreed, again at the 
request of the merchants, to remove 
the meters from the north side. 


Parking on the metered side is 5 


cents an hour. 
' 


ELSA IDEBOEN, manager of Mar- 


gie's of Palatine, said the parking me- 
ter situation is hurting business in the 
shopping center. "We have been fight- 
ing this for some time and we're very 
unhappy about it," she said. 


Mrs. Ideboen said customers in the 


shop who sometimes get busy trying 
on clothes and extend over the two- 
hour parking limit are slapped with 
tickets and become reluctant to re- 
turn. She said Margie's often pays the 
$5 tickets for its regular customers. 


Dan Holcorab, who has been man- 


ager of Radio Shack for about a 
m o n t h , said customers complain 
about the metered parking and he be- 
lieves the situation should be changed. 
"The manager before me said it ten- 
ded to hurt business, especially on a 


Saturday when the parking lot gets 
full." 


Rod Fuchs, owner of the Palatine 


Country Store, said the situation is 
hurting business especially when cus- 
tomers get parking tickets because 
they are confused.

being completed, he said. 


"That's too easy. You can go into 


one particular inspection area down in 
Schaumbufg and for $5 they'll just 
sign the sheet," Mozal said. 


Three times, in Arlington Heights 


and Elk Grove Village, taxi drivers 
violated village ordinances. 


Martin Cab Co., which is not licens- 


ed in Arlington Heights, is prohibited 
from picking up customers there. Yet 
a reporter's request for a ride was 
honored.

At least one taxi company execu- 


tive, Tim Vana, co-owner of Martin

"I'm not surprised it takes so long 


in the Northwest area, especially in 
Rolling Meadows and Palatine," he 
said.

Rampaging technology alarms 
officials 


Future weapons may spell doom

Somo Pentagon and Intelligence

weapons now being developed would 
make arms limitations talks "virtual- 
ly Impossible" by precluding any fea- • 
siblo way to check compliance. 


In addition, they say, the advanced 


weapons would defy conventional 
forms of strategic defense planning. 


"The technology, In my view, is out- 


running our ability to keep up with It 
in terms of loophole-free 'agree- 
ments," said one Pentagon expert.' 
The Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
"agreement already la In trouble and 
It's not going to get any better." 


SKEPTICISM ABOUT success of fu- 


ture SALT-llke negotiations stems 
from development of a new breed of 
"space-based" weapons systems as 
well as the Increased accuracy of nu- 


clear warhead delivery systems and 
Improved intelligence and detection 
capabilities. 


The concern Is not universally felt. 


But a number of military and in- 
telligence agency officials indicated In 
telephone interviews- they felt cause 


, for at least some alarm about theo- 
retically possible developments. 


Most weapons systems of the future 


are* now only In research or devel- 
opmental stages: 


The government has given top pri-' 


orlty to a high-energy laser program. 
But military and scientific experts 
agree prospects for remote laser 
warfare in space, isolated from the 
general public, are years away. 


INSIDERS GENERALLY agreed a 


complete rethinking In conventional 
military and arms control planning 
will bo necessary to cope with emerg- 
ing military technologies. 


"Lots of things are moving with 


considerable speed, and I don't see 
that we're going to go far in trying to 
stop these technologies," said a De- 
fense Dcpt. strategist. "One has to 
plan on the assumption that, whether , 
It's high-energy lasers, high-accuracy 


missiles or sophisticated cruise mis- 
siles, they're going to come. 


"My feeling is that it's already got- 


ten more complicated than our means 
to control these things. We've already 
got problems and It's getting worse." 


Future deployment of space-based 


weapons systems "Is not a pleasant 


prospect," an intelligence specialist 
said. 


"This is a harbinger of things to 


come," he said. "We're up against 
rampaging technology at a time when 
the Soviets have tended to exploit 
loopholes in the existing (SALT) 
agreemtns." 


Filters hurt smokers more: study 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Some filter 


cigarcts, while lower in nicotine and 
tar than nonfilter brands, may deliver 
more poisonous gases to the smoker, 
according to a Reader's Digest study 
released Sunday. 


Rather than testing for tar and nico- 


tine content, a study sponsored by the 
magazine examined 28 brands of ciga- 
rets — including several of the new 
mild varieties — for hydrogen cya- 
nide, nitrogen oxides and carbon 
monoxide content. 


Carbon monoxide is responsible for 


heart disease, the Digest said, and the 
other two "poison gases" are associ- 


ated with chronic bronchitis and em- 
physema. 


In test resuots published in, this 


month's edition, the magazine report- 
ed "some low-tar filter brands, such 
as Merit King and Fact King, put out 
more nitrogen oxides than such high- 
tar cigarets as Camel, Winston Filter 
King and Lucky Strike regular. 


"THE ONLY brands consistently 


low in tar, nicotine and the three 
gases are Now King and Carlton 70," 
it said. 


Cigareta low in tar and nicotine 


may pose an additional hazard to

New water rate 
schedule rests 
on village action 


Development of a new water rate 


schedule which would be fair to all 
Mount Prospect water users hinges 
upon the village's plans for future ac- 
quisition of additional water sources, 
according to a recent study. 


The village's acquisition of Citizens 


Utilities water lines and Mount Pros- 
pect's participation with SHARE + 3 
in obtaining a Lake Michigan water 
allocation will be vital in determining 
new water rates, said James Muldow- 
ney, president of Fletcher Engineer- 
ing Co., Des Piaines. 


"Your present water source is unre- 


liable," Muldowney told village offi- 
cials. "It has a definite life span. In 
order to recommend a rate structure 
equitable to all users we have to know

what the village board wants to do. 
These policy decisions are needed be- 
fore new rates can be recommended." 


MULDOWNEY'S FIRM was hired 


by the village in September to study 
Mount Prospect's water distribution 
system and propose a new rate sched- 
ule. The study was prompted after 
several condominium apartment own- 
ers complained they were being un- 
fairly charged the highest rates under 
a scaled rate schedule that went into 
effect April l. 


The village board had intentionally 


adopted the sliding rate schedule as a 
water conservation measure whereby 
customers would be billed on "the 
more you use, the more you pay" 
basis. As a result, condominium 
apartment owners living in complexes 
billed from meters used collectively 
by several residents saw substantial 
increases 'in their quarterly water 
bills. 


Muldowney suggested the village 


adopt a rate structure that would gen- 
erate enough funds in three years to 
cover Mount Prospect's cost of the 
SHARE + 3 pipeline to Lake Mich- 
igan. The village's share of the proj- 
ected $42 to $62 million pipeline has 
been estimated at $3.7 to $5 million. 


The two-month study tentatively 


concluded that sufficient revenues 
could be raised for long-term water 
acquisition plans if the average quar- 
terly bill for a single-family home was 
about $35. Village Finance Director 
Richard L. Jesse said the average 
quarterly water bill now is about $28. 


If the village accepts Muldowney's 


recommendations the firm's next step 
would be to devise a new rate sched- 
ule that would generate the needed 
funds. Muldowney said of the study, 
"It's not complete until you decide 
which way to go." 


THE RATE study when completed 


is expected to cost between $5,000 and 
are adopted, water bills of large con- 
$10,000.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President- 


elect Jimmy Carter swept through the 
' halls of Congress In much the same 
way Sherman marched 
through 


Georgia, conquering all in his'path, 
Republicans as well as Democrats.. 


Like the Union general, however, 


Carter was a stranger in the land. 
The President-elect conceded to his 
hosts: "I have a very sensitive line to 
tread." 
* 


Carter, first winner of the presiden- 


cy since Dwlght D. Eisenhower to, 
gain that office without serving in 
Congress, was wide-eyed during his 
visit to Capitol Hill a week ago. The 
club members were gracious and ever 
so curious. 


THIS SELF-PROCLAIMED anti- 


Washington ex-governor from 
the 


Deep South was a. tourist in his na- 
tion's Capitol building. He was invited 
to view the Magna Carta and exhibits 
citing the roles of women and blacks 
in the nation. 


Senate Democratic leader Mike 


Mansfield, who Is retiring, and House 
Democratic leader Thomas O'Neill, 
soon to be Speaker, guided Carter 
through the building. 


Retiring Speaker Carl Albert was 


nearly lost In the crowd of committee 
and subcommittee chairmen who jam- 
med a closed luncheon session to take 
the measure of the former peanut 
farmer who will have a hold on their 
pet legislation over the next four 
years. 


A Georgia meeting between Carter 


and congressional leaders a week ear- 
lier had been for Democats only. This 
time, Carter included separate meet- 
ings with Rpubllcan leaders and some 
came away talking like Democrats. 


"I can see a long, long honey- 


moon," said an obviously impressed 
Sen. Charles Percy, R-I1I. 


"He was most charming and most 


gracious," said Rep. John Anderson, 
R-I1I. 


CARTER DID NOT summon the 


barons of Congress to a meeting place • 
of his choice. He went to them, where 


they live. 


He said the right things: 
• Like vowing to consult with Con- 


gress when major legislation is In the 
"embryonic" stage, rather than a 
finished product, a favorite trick of 
Richard Nixon and Lyndon Johnson; 


• Like promising to ask appro- 


priate committee chairmen their opin- 
ions of persons under consideration 
for cabinet appointments; 
. • Like pledging to employ the smal- 
lest White House staff of recent ad- 
ministrations. 


He gave Republicans as well as 


Democrats his private telephone num- 
ber, encouraging them to call with 
their problems. 


George Mahon, the conservative 


chairman of the House Appropriations 
Committee, smiled at Carter's pledge 
to work toward a balanced budget. 
Gus Hawkins, the liberal subcom- 
mittee, chairman who with Hubert 
Humphrey drafted a multi-billion-dol- 
lar full employment bill, was encour- 
aged by Carter's promise to make 
unemployment the first priority of the 
new year. 


THERE SEEMED to be something 


for everybody. 


"God bless him. I'm going to help 


him," sighed Al Ullman, chairman of 
the tax-writing House Ways and 
Means Committee, speaking of Car- 


ter's determination to reorganize the 
government. 


Bob Griffin of Michigan, who hopes 


to get promoted to Senate GOP lead- 
er, claimed Republican authorship of 
Carter's goals to "streamline the bu- 
reaucracy, cut taxes, curb Inflation, 
and strengthen the national defense," 
and said "he can expect cooperation 
from us." 


The last time a proposal of mar- 


riage was made under similar cir- 
•cumstances, it came from Gerald 
Ford in his first address to a joint ses- 
sion of Congress after he became 
President. Congress vetoed that af- 
fair. 


Recreational vehicle fees to end? 


Abolishing Mount Prospect vehicle 


licenses for recreational trailers is 
being considered by village officials. 


Trustee Leo Floras, chairman of the 


village finance committee said a 
"monumental problem" has arisen in 
trying to track down approximately 
700 recreational vehicles in Mount 
Prospect that have been registered 
with the Secretary of State's Office. 


"The license Itself is a small metal 


tag fastened to the state license 
plate," said Village Mgr. Robert J. 
Eppley. "Because trailers are only on 
the road for a short length of time 
during the recreational season, and 
are stored all other times, enforce- 
ment by the police is difficult." 


Recreational vehicle licenses range 


in price from $5 to $45, based on the 
weight of the trailer. Eppley said the 
average village license sells at the 
lower amount. "All we'd lose would 
be between $3,500 and $5,000," he 
said. 


Fees for privately-owned, vacation 


campers, boat trailers or other recre- 
ational vehicles were created by an 
ordinance passed in 1974. 


"We are spending a disproportionate 


amount of staff time in correspond- 
ence, telephone conversations and ar- 
guments with trailer owners which is 
all out of proportion with the revenue 
derived," Eppley said. "We are being 
bombarded with citizens' requests for 
'abatement of the village ordinance 
providing for trailer licenses." 


The problem of locating recreation- 


al vehicles In the village surfaced 
within the last two months during a 
computer crackdown- of delinquent 
1976 vehicle sticker sales, said Village 
Finance Director Richard L. Jesse. 
About $13.202 was collected as a result 
of the computer check.

SHARE -f 3, which recently proposed 
getting lake water from Chicago by 


building a pipeline to OHare Field. 


Communities in SHARE -f 3 are 


Schaumburg, Hoffman Estates, Ar- 
lington Heights, Rolling Meadows, Elk 
G r o v e Village, Palatine, Buffalo 
Grove and Mount Prospect. 


Palatine Village Mgr. Anton H. Har- 


wig, who helped organize tonight's 
meeting, is urging elected officials to 
support the DAMP proposal as a bet- 
ter way to meet the water needs of 
the Northwest suburban area. The 
SHARE -f 3 proposal, Harwig said, 
does not address the water problem 
on a regional basis.
